WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.) Senator George 
Hearst of California died at his resi- 
dence on New Hampshire avenue at 
at 9:10 tonight. He had been ill fora 
long time, and in Decémber last went 
to New York city to consult with Dr. 
Charles Ward. The physician found 
that be was afflicted with a complica- 
tion of diseases, resulting primarily 
from a serious derangement of the 
bowels. Acting upon the physician’s 
advice, he returned to his family in 
this city, amd yielded himself entirely 
to medical treatment. Absolute quiet 
and rest were strictly enjoined and his 
official duties lightened as much a3 
possible. 

Notwithstanding the fact that he re- 
ceived the benefit of the most careful 
nursing and most skilful medical atten- 
tion, asteady @md uninterrupted de- 
cline was observed, and it was seen 
several weeks ago that his case was a 
hopeless one. Within the past day or 
two there was a change for the worse. 

This evening he sank rapidly, and 
the family was summoned to his bed- 
side. Thosepresent were Mrs. Hearst, 
William R. Hearst, the Senator’s son; 
J. G. Follansbee of California, the Sen- 
ator’s partner; Dr. Ward, nurses and 
several domestics.

tke physician, and so quietly and 
evsily did he pass away that Mrs. 
Hearst did not know that he was dead 
until she was so informed by Dr. 
Ward. He gave no indication what- 
ever of pain or discomfort, aad seemed 
to the anxious watchers merely to have 
fallen asleep. 

_ Dr. Ward said tonight that the Sen- 
ator displayed wonderful fortitude in 
his illness and had not during its en- 
tire course uttered a complaining word 
or expressed the least fear as to the 
result. 

The Senator’s death was communi- 
cated by his private secretary to the 
Sergeant-at-arms of the Senate, and 
subsequently communicated to that 
body. ‘The President was also promptly 
informed. Senator Stanford, who has 
been a frequent visitor at the 
house of his colleague, calied 
there afew minutes after death aud 
extended his sympathy to Mrs. Hearst. 

Many other Senators and Represent- 
atives and leading officials called and 
lett messages of condolence. 

While the arrangements for the fu- 
neral are not entirely completed, it is 
settled that the remains will be taken 
to San Francisco for interment, and 
the funeral services in this city will be 
brief and simple. They will probably 
be conducted at his late residence in 
this city tomorrow or Monday, as it is 
desired to convey the remains to Cali- 
fornia as soon as possible. 

The California delegation in UCon- 
gress tonight met and drew up suit- 
able resolutions to be presented to the 
House, expressive of the regret with 
which the news of Senator ilearst’s 
death has been received. : 


_ THE DEAD SENATOR, 
etch of Mis Life==A Varied But 
‘Prosperous Career. 

In the death of Senator George Hearst, 
California has lost a citizen and statesman 
who stood ns a representative type of her 
early pioneers, and who in later years used 
his large wealth and the power it brought 
him, wisely and generously. 

George Hearst was a native of Franklin 
county, Mo. His father, William G. Hearst, 
was bornin South Carolina, but was of 
Scotch descent, and as early as 1805 moved 
westof the Mississippi, to the territory 
afterwards included in the State of Mis- 
sourl, but which was then the extreme 
frontier. Here, in 1817, he married Eliza- 
beth Collins, a young girl of Englisb family, 
whose father was also a pioneer and the 
owner of a considerable tract of land.

In- 
different success attended this first mining 
venture, but George Hearst persevered and 
worked on with the same patience and 
pluck that characterized himin every sub- 
sequent undertaking.

afich quartz ledge. This was something 
substantial, and out of their carefully 
hoarded savings he and his partuers set up 
a fine stamp mill, one of the first ever put 


His financial career after this was so like 
that of the typical! miner of '49 that it reads 
almost like a chapter from one of Mark 
Twain’s stories, or the experience of one of 
Bret Harte’s heroes. The money that was 
so easily acquired in quartz-mining was 
sunk with equal facility—swept away by a 
single bapless vanture in the general wmer- 
chandise iine in Sacramento. A year later 
we find him back on the river-bar, indus- 
triously washing out gold, but the placers 
were by this time very nearly exhausted; 
and in 1856, six years afterhe had reached 
the Golden State, be was almost a penniless 
man. 

But he was not poor. There is a wide 
difference between poverty and the mere 
fact that one’s pockets areempty. No one 
was poor in those days; every one was rich 
with the splendid endowment of courage, 
and evergy, and high hope, and ambition 
that characterized the founders of this vew 
commonwealth. George Mearst had #40 in 
his pocket—not more than the price of a 
sack of potatoes iu those times; but with 
this capital be wentup to Nevada county, 
bought a pick and resumed quariz-mining. 


For three yeara he worked there 
with considerable success, asd then 
his good genius led him to the 


Washoe silver fields. Heafterward miued 
on the Comstock and in other rich fieids, 
with such good success that at the close of 
the war he had amassed a million dollars. 
Even this large sum was not sufficient to 
make his fortune secure in the unstable 
values of that period, and the financial dis- 
turbances that followed, and a series of dis- 
asters left him a comparatively poor mana 
year later. In thiscrisis he, for the first 
time, turned to real estate speculation, and 
realized so large asum during the real es- 
tate boom of 18565 in San Francisco, that he 
was enabled to organize the great firm of 
Hearst, ‘Haggin & levis, which bas now for 
many years been the leading mining firm of 
the world, owning and opezating most of 
the richest mines in America, all the way 
from Montana to Mexico. ‘ihe wealth of 
this trio of capitalists cannot easily be esti- 
mated, forthe reason that their interests 
are so widespread and so diversified that no 
outsider can form any adequate idea of their 
values. It may be safely said, however, 
thatatthe time of his death, Mr. Hearst 
was the largest Miné and land owner in the 
world. He never held oflice but twice, be- 
inga member of the State Legisiature in 


| 1865-6, and being elected to the United 


States Senate a little more than three years 
ago. He was a Democrat in politics. 

The feeling of personal loss at Senator 
Hearst’s death is widespread, for few 
meu have ever claimed a _ ilarger 
circle of friends. 
hell a 
cisco society. 

Mrs. Hearst, who was a Miss Phabe Ap- 
person before her marriage, and who be- 
longs to an old Virginia family, is a beauti- 
ful woman, of amiable disposition and pos- 
sessed of rare culture. Sue has long been 
famous for her charming dinners aod re- 
ceptions, her gracious manneagy. and the 
faculty she possesses of puttiug ber guests 
at ease and making every new festivity 
more enjoyable than the last. Like most 
wealthy women of intelligence, she is a 
{iberal patron of literature aud art, but the 
-best and truest work she has done has been 
in the cordial recognition she has extended 
to workers in both these fields; thus 
tacitly proclaiming that intellectual capac- 
ity and dignity of character should be pass- 
ports to good society, as well as a loug 
purse. This, as every one knowns, is a 
very radical staud to make in this money- 
loving western world. 

Several years ago, and about the date of 
hiselection to the United States Senate, 
Mr. Hearst sold his large house on Van 
Ness avenue, andthe family has since had 
no residence in San Francisco, although 
Mrs. Hearst has twice occupied the modest 
home of Addison E. Head, one of Senator 
Hearst’s old mining partners, for several 
months atatime. The Senator leaves but 
one child, William R. Hearst. ‘his son, 
“Will” Llearst, as he 1s popularly known, 
is of very different mettle from the ordina- 
ry millionaire’s son, and has distinguished 
himself after an odd and. unusual fashion. 
When he graduated from college, some 
seven years ago, he found his father em- 
barrassed with the newly-acquired owner- 
ship of the old San Francisco Examiner, a 
sheet which enjoyed the peculiar distinc- 
tion of being the only Democratic daily ina 
Democratic city, and of being, neverthe/ess, 
the worst edited, most unpopular and poorly 
patronized paper in the place. ‘This en- 
cumbrance young Hearst took off from his 
father’s hands, and without any previous 
experience in journalism he has succeeded 
in making the newspaper one of the lead- 
ing journals of San Francisco, and one of 
the best known papers on the American 
eontinent.

Eddie yesterday she was very affectionately 
greeted by him. He cried bitterly, and said, 
as he threw his arms around her neck, that 
if he had heeded her advice the accident 
never would have happened.

THE RAILROADS. 


Blockaded Trains Arrive in 
Angeles. 


Progress of Work on the Washed 
Out Lines—The Arizona Road 
ina Bad Shape—General 
Traffic Notes. 


| Several hundred hungry and tired tray- 
elers came to Los Angeles very early yes- 
terday morning and lost no time in patron- 
izing the hotels and restaurants. Four 
belated trains arrived at tbe Southern 
Pacific station between 3 abd 3:45 a.m. 
Three of these were San Francisco trains 
which bad laid at Mojave. and one was a 
Santa Fé overland which the washouts had 
detained at Barstow since last Sunday. The 
enforced stay of the passengers at these 
little stations was irksome, and they did 
not live very high, though they had the best 
that the land afforded. The variety of pro- 
visions at Mojave was lessened with eve 
meal until avout the only article of f 
obtainable was beans, and these for two 
days or more they bad for breakfast, dinner 
and supper. 

All the outgoing Southern Pacific trains 
for San Francisco left on time yesterday, 
and the Santa Fé overland departed at fi 
a, m., according to announcement, to run 
by way of Mojave. The Southern Pacific 


will be able to do business to Colton with- 


out a transfer at Savannah after today. On 
and after Monday, it is expected, trains can 
run through to uma, but the road between 
that badly-flooded, unfortunate town and 
Tucson cannot be repaired in less than a 
week from today, and there are probabili- 
ties of its requiring even more time. 

Some progress is being made on the South- 
ern California lines. San Bernardino can 
be reached by making atrausfer across the 
San Gabriel, but it is hoped that trains can 
be run through between that city and Los 
Angeles sometime today. Work on the 
er track at the Cajon is slower, aa 
80 much is to be done at that point. One of 
the trains which has been lying at Barstow 
was sae down to the obstruction at the pass 
lastnight, where the 150 passengers were 
transferred and will be brought here today. 

PROFITABLE TRANSFERS. 

The Southern Pacific has been doing 
passenger business between Los Angeles 
and Colton the past few days by ‘transfer- 
ing passengers across the San Gabriel 
River at Monte. Though tickets weresvuld 
througb, the passengers had to provide for 
their own transfer.across the river. Some 
ofthe people of that vicinity who owned 
wagons started transfer lines, and at first 
charged passengers £2 each to carry 
them across the stream. This fare 
was later reduced to $1 by competition 
and still remained profitable. The passen- 
gers, however, kicked vigorously at what 
they denounced as extortion. and declared 
that the railroad omens should have pro- 
vided the transfer. The little motor line 
running between San Bernardino and Col- 
ton did differently, and set an example to 
the greater corporation. The motor sold 
tickets from San Bernardino to Colton for 
fifteen cents, and transterred the passen- 
— sy carriages free of charge across Lytle 

reek,

An Important Decision by 
the Supreme Court. 


THE CASE OF LITTLE ROSA KEEF. 


Large Amount of Routine Business 
in the Superior Courts—Dam- 
ron’s Case Continued— 

New Suits. 


-For'a week past, owing to the railroad 
blockade, no Supreme Court decisions were 


_ Feceived by the Deputy Clerk in this city. 


Yesterday, however, one arrived by the de- 

layed San Francisco train. In the case of 

the People against Fowler, the decision of- 
the lower court was affirmed. The opinion 

is a rather interesting one. It is by Justice 

Paterson, Justices Garroute and Harrison 

concurring. In detail it is as fellows: 

The information charges that the defend- 
ant, on the 12th of June, 1889, “did willfully, 
unlawfully and feloniously take away one 
Rosa Keef, then and there an unmarried 
female under the age of 18 years, to wit, of 
the age of 14 years, from and out of the cus- 
tody of Maria Keef, her mother, without the 
consent and against the will of her said 
mother, for the purpuse of prostitution,” 

tion 267 of the Penal Code provides: 
“Every persen who takes away any female 
under the age of 18 years from her father, 
mother, guardian or other person having 
the legai charge of their person, without 
their consent, for the purpose of prostitu- 
tion, is punishable, ete.”’ 

The information follows the language of 
the statute and is sufficient. Lt alleges all 
of the acts, and facts which the Legislature 
Says shall constitute the offease, and is di- 
rect and certain, both as to the party 
charged and the particular offense charged. 
These are the tests of sufficiency in matters 
of averment. 

it is not necessary to allege that the moth- 
er had the “legal charge” of the person of 
the girl. One who takes a mioor female 
from the actual custody of her mother for 
the purpose of prostitution should not be 
heard to say that as between the mother and 
the father the latter may have had the bet- 
ter custody of the child, and may have 
given his consent. So long as the child was 
in the actual custody of the mother, the 
latter was bound by every principle of law, 
humanity and parental care to protect her 
person; and had the legai charge of her 
person within the meanivg of the statute. 
(Bishop on Statutory Crimes, Section 633.) 

Itis claimed thatthe information is de- 
fective because it is not alleged that the de- 
fendent knew the girl was underage. We 
think that under this statute the people are 
not bound to allege or prove that the de- 
fendant knew that the girl was under 18 
years ofage. ‘The gist of the offense is 
the taking awayof the child against the 

will of the person having lawful charge of 
her, and a person cannot derend himseif on 
the piea of ignorance as to the age of the 
child.” (Bishopon 3, C., section 632.) The 
law was intended to protect the families 
against the ass ults of those who traffic in 
women for heuses of prostitution—to save 
the members thereof from sorrow and dis- 
grace; and the court ought to be careful not 
to construe the statute so as to déprive it of 
any element of effectiveness. in this regard. 
(People vs. Demouset, 71 Cal., 615.) 

Appellant urges that the “penal statutes 
are to be construed strictly in those parts 
which are against the defendant, but liber- 
ally in those which are in their favor.” 
Such is always the contention made, and 
too often foliowed, but it is no longer 

the rule. In former days, when the 
law-maker acted upon the idea that penal 
legislation was an important factor in shap- 
ing the morals of the people, many acts 
trivial in theirconsequences were declared 
criminal, and cruel punis! t—whipping 
and even death—was imposed upon the con- 
viction of offenses, which are now. regarded 


mere misdeweanors. The courts, as the 
‘Mrs. Abbott Develops a Remarka-~ 


conservators of the natural and inalienable 
rights of the citizen, found it expedient and 
just in the administration of the law to 
strictly construe the pfovisions of penal 
statutes and to resolve every doubtful ques- 
tion of construction in favor of the person 
charged. But the reason for such a rule of 
construction is no longer existent, and in 
this State it bas been repudiated by express 
legisiative enactment, Section 4 of the 
Penal Code provides: 

“The rule of the common law, that penal 


_ statutes are to be strictly construed, has no 
' application to this code, Allof its provis- 


lions are to be construed according to the 
fair import of its terms with a view to effect 
its object and promote justice,”’ 

The concluding woras of the information 
are evidently mispiaced, and should have 
been inserted before instead of after the 
charge of prior conviction, but such mis- 

lacemeut, being a matterof mere form, 

‘does not tend tothe prejudice of the sub- 

stantial right of the defendant,” and is, 
therefore, immaterial (960 and 1258 Penal 
Code; People vs. Higgius, Cal., 564.) It 
deubtiess occurred through the use of a 
blank information with the usual clause 
contra forman statutt. 

The na a em is peculiar on its face 
(1207 Pena 
took inte consideration the prior conviction 
pleaded and confessed, as shown by the 
record, (eapers Young Ah Gow, 73 Cal., 
438; people vs. Myer, Id 548.) 

Other points made by appellant are not 
well taken, because the appeal is from the 
judgment only and there is no bill of ex- 
ceptions. Every thing complained of may 
have been dove with the consent or at the 
request of the defendant, in which event, 
he could not be heard to complain. 

Judgment affirmed,

ble Electric Current. 

After the matinée yesterday, Mrs. Abbott 
participated in some private experiments at 
the Los Angeles Theater. These were de- 
signed to demonstrate, if possible, the na- 
ture of the force which is so peculiarly de- 
veloped in the lady. Besides Mrs. Abbott, 
there were present Mr. Kees and Mr. 
Lundberg, electricians, Dr. Mehn, F. W. 
Wood, Mr. Newbauer and W. A. Spalding. 
Tests were made by wires and magnets ina 
manner suggested by the electricians, 
Without recounting the experiments in 
detail, itmay be stated that no unusuai 
magnetism was manifested, but, onj the 
other band, there was a strong in- 
dication- of electricity. A circuit was 
formed of wires, and without any 
other generator than Mrs. Abbott's 
body, a well-defined electric current was 
passed through the wires. By breaking and 
closing the connection with two exposed 
ends of the wire, a decided ticking sound 
was made audible through a telephone 
enunciator. It is safe to say that a message 
could be sent-over a wire fur a considerable 
distance and taken by an operator, with no 
other battery than Mrs. Abdbott’s body. 
Further tests indicated that the electricity 
generated is probably static, though not 
certainly so. A peculiar and puzzling 
point in the experiment was that while Mrs. 
Abbott was transmitting a current over the 
wire through her two hands, she could rest 
her hands one upon the other, and instead 
ot cutting off the current, as expected, this 
increased it most decidedly. 

In some respects the electrical tests were 
pronounced the most satisfactory which 
Mrs. Abbott has ever had. Afterthe close 
of the experiments Mrs. Abbott told how she 
had once received a shock sufficient to 
knock ber off her seat when only the neg- 
ative pole ofa galvanic battery was touched 
to her back. tereis another puzzle for 
electricians.

CUT TO ORDER, 


The Precious 


Stones of the Paeific 
Coast. 


An Enterprise for Which There is an 
Undoubted Field, 


_An industry new to this part of the 
country, but obviously the right thing in 
the right place, has recently been estab- 
lished in this city. There is a. fully 
equipped establishment for doing lapidary 
work—cutting, polishing and engraving 
precious stones of every sort, and doing it 
in athboroughly first-class manner. C. A. 
Marcher is the name of the proprietor, and 
the location is No. 1388 South Sprivg street. 
Residents as weil as tourists wiil find it an 
exceedingly interesting placeto visit. In 
addition to a large and wonderful collection 
of gems of every known kind, they can see 
the work of cutting and bringing the rough 
stone iuto shape, going on before their eyes; 
processes of which most people have but a 
very dim and vague idea. 

A two-horse gas engine furnishes the 
power which runs the wheels, stones, 
“laps,”’ dises, ete. with which the work is 
done. What some of these wheels are; and 
what they do, is_ very curious.» For exam- 
ple, there is one which is simply a thin plece 
of sheetiron, probably sixteen inches in 
diameter. !t looks like a circular saw, @x- 
cept thatit hasn’t any teeth. But it isa 
saw for all that and bas sliced an end offa 
piece of Arizona petrified wood, six inches 
in diameter and harder than any 
agate, in twenty-five minutes. The edge is 
charged with diamond dust, and the saw 
revolves siowly, runnipg in petroleum to 
keep it from heating. 

Fiat surfaces are ground or polished on 
“laps,” which are wheels set horizontily. 
Thuse for polishing are surfaced with block 
tin and are operated with German tripoli 
and water. Similar wheels charged with 
diamond dust are used for cutting the 
harder gems, such as sapphires, rubies apd 
diamonds. Rounding surfaces pol- 
isbed ou a wooden wheel of biack walnut. 
‘Lhe finishing polish is puton with a cast 
iron wheel faced with biock tin. Drilling 
is done with diamond-pointed steel discs. 

The diamond powder used is made from 
imperfect, thin or black diamonds, costing 
from $5 to $10 per carat, crushed in a mortar. 
After a mortar and pestie have been used 
for three or four months they are worth 
ten times as much as they originally cost, 
by reasun of the diamond dust imbedded in 
the steel, 

The workin this department is under 
the charge of Jacob Schrauth, 
though a young map, isa lapidary of na- 
tional reputation. For two seasons past he 
has been at the Lron Springs Pavilion, Man- 
itou, Colo. 

A fiver collection of native stones than 
Mr. Marcher has at preeent on hand is prob- 
ably not to be found anywhere. He 
handles the orinental stones to some extent, 
but makes a specialty of those found in this 
country, which he believes the richest coun- 
try in precious stones on the face of ‘the. 
earth. it has pot yet begun to be realized, 
he claims, what wealth there is in this ijine 
in the mountains of Montana, Arizona, Col- 
orado and California. Some day there will 
be a tremendous awakening, he predicts. 
Until recently. New York dealers aifected a 
creat disdaip for “western” gems. Noth- 
ing had any value with them uniess it came 
from abroad. But that is changing. It will 
not be necessary much longer to send 
Awerican stones across the water to be cut 
that miay come back labeled orjfntal. 
Montana sapphires, it is now acknowledged, 
are as fine as any inthe world. ‘The same 
may be said as to Mexican opais and many 
other of the less expensive stones. 

Among the native gems at present in 
stock, Mr. Marcher shows garnets, hyacinths, 
jacinths and rubies, from Arizona; tur- 
quoises and tourmalines from New Mexico; 
supphires in blue, green, gold, lemon, pur- 
ple-and neafly ail. colors, from Montana; 


topazes, ametbysts, perditos, emeralds, 
maitachites, agates, onyx, etc,, from tho 
different sections of America, A fine Mex- 
icau opal, a perfect mass of fire, flashing to 
the eye alithe tints of the rainbow, was 
sold yesterday toa New York jeweler tor 
$75. Lt will probably briog $250 in New 
York. 

Avent diamonds, a_ well-cut, perfect 
brilliant of first water, weighing one-half a 
carat, is at present worth in New York, it 
seems, about $50; one of one carat (4 
grains troy) $175; two carats $550; three 
carats $800. Larger diamonds are held at 
allsorts of fancy prices and are worth 
whatever they will bring. Diamonds 
lose about nine-twentieths of their weight 
in cutting. Next in hardness to the 
diamond stand the members of the 
sapphire or corundum group. Foremost in. 
Vaiue among these, exceeding even-the dia- 
mond, is the ruby. ‘The best rubies are 
found in India, and stones of more than 
ten carats are exceedingly rare. A ruby of 
one carat, if of the finest quality, is worth 
froin $150 to $1500. Among the other very 
precious gems is the Alexandrite, found in 
the emerald inines im Russia. 

Mr. Marcher is always ready to buy stones 
in the rough, of miners and others, at good 
prices. And, another matter of more gen- 
eral interest, he will furnish designs and 
cut and mount stones for pooe’e who haye 
them. Some very beautiful things, such as 
charms, seals, sleeve-buttons, etc., are made 
from the agstes and other pebbies picked up 
in this country at the seaside or in the 
moubtains, and the expense of having these 
stones cut is very slight. Nearly every resi- 
dent of this part.of the country has a lot of 
these pebbles lying around which could be 
fashioned into very beautiful and valuable 
souyenirs and keepsakes. °

THE KID MAvU. UF ADRIAN, 


fle Will Have Another Chance to Re 
deem His Ieputation. 


“Tom Navin, Kid Mayor of"\drian,” was 
the first title under which he astoniahed 
the country. His next notable title was, 
“No. — Jackson States Prison—Ten Years 
—Forgery.”” He now makes a third appear- 
ance as a free man by the clemency of 
Michizan’s governor, and as a citizen of 
Detroit, where friends hive secured a busi- 
ness for him. 

Thomas Navin is certainly talented, and 
had he stuck to straight business he might 
have been rich by this time. His parents 

were honest Irish 

people, and edu- 
cated him for a 
priest. He decided 
to be a lawyer in- 
stead, and his firs: 
crime was embez- 
zling the funds of 
a religious society 
of which he was 
treasurer. Still 
he retained his 
standing, and by 
a plausible ad- 
Cress got a sort of 
money lending 
agency, and with 
the Clark estate “placed”? $98,000. His 
placing was péculiar. He simply forged 
mortgages to that amount on the farms 
of his Irish friends and sold them to the 
estate. He“lived ain good style, invested 
heavily in legitimate business, was elected 
mayor of Adrian, and laid the wires fora 
nomination to Congress. 

While mayor he induced the city to vote 
$150,000 for water works, and had very 
nearly sold the bonds in New York when 
his forgeries were discovered. He escaped 
to Arizona, then to Mexico and finally lo- 
cated in Port Townsend, Wash., where he 
was fast rising to prominence when recog- 
nized by old Michigan acquaintances. He 
was finally arrested at Now Orleans and 
tried in Adrian early in 1885, receiving a 
ten years’ sentence on the first indictment 
pressed. He has behaved well in prison 
these six years, and the governor has for 
some time stood ready te pardon him if 
the heirs of the Clark estate would con- 
sent and forbear further prosecution. » 

They have at last consented, conditioned 
on his good behavior; and as he is yeta 
young man and certainly talented the 
world may yet hear favorably of Tom 
Navin, once “Kid Mayor of Adrian.”

Bookkeeper Lynn, a pale and very quiet 
lad of 21, was sitting on his stool, his face 
burigd in his book, when his attention was 
called, and, looking up, he saw two men 
moving rapidly toward the door that opens 
through -the railing tothe inner section, 
while a tall, blonde man stood at the cash- 
ier’s window pointing two revolvers at 
him, with a profane order for him to keen 
stil. 

Lynn, however, moved towardgg the 
drawer which held his revolver, but by 
this time the two confederates were in the 
compartment. One fell upon him while the 
other grabbed the money. Lynn was 
kicked and beaten to insehsibility, then 
thrown inte the vault, and the door was 
closed. As the robbers went out they met 
Walter Willis, a bank employe, coming in, 
He saw evidences of robbery, openéd the 
safe door, and heard the faint cry of 
Lynn, “The bank is robbed.”” The alarm 
was given at once, but the robbers were far. 
They had stolen a horse and cart 
and logated it near the bank. The hue 
and cry was raised, for the street was full 
of people, and within five minutes Lieut. 
Jenkins, of the South Chicago -avenue 
station, with a squad of biuecoats, was in 
the patrol wagon aud going at full gallop 
in the direction indicated by many who 
had noticed the mad speed of the previous 
fiight. 

The robbers were a mile ahead and. pro- 
vided for arelay, but they were doomed, 
for they had stolen a very old horse and a 
rather conspicuous cart, and were sighted 
before they could make the change. This 
part of their plan was rather ingenious. 
At the corner of Cottage Grove and South 
Chicago avenues one Charles Mullen, a 
“suspicious character,” but not yet con- 
victed of crime, lingered with his covered 
butcher wagon. The robbers reached him 
and made the transfer quickly; the horse 
they left dropping in the shafts from ex- 
baustion; then with a fresh team and Mul- 
len for driver: they broke for the open 
prairie. 

But the alarm had been sent in ali direc 
tions, and the police had obtained a fresh 
team. As the robbers changed a faint yell 
was borne to their ears, and down the road 
came flying the load of bluecoats, the bare- 
headed driver leaning on the front board 
and lashing the team at every jump. The 
main point in the strategy—changing be-, 
fore the police could sight them—had 
failed, and it was henceforth only a race, 
hot and interesting. , On Woodlawn avenue 
the robbers threw away their overcoats; 
then two of them jumped out and took it 
afoot across prairie lots. Mullen and the 
other were soon captured. The thief was 
John Corbett, and he had $89 of the bank’s | 
money in his pocket. 

The other two were run to cover and 
captured in a new house, after having shot 
one man in the thigh. The big blonde 
proved to be Harry Featherstone, alias 
Hennessey. His companion, who pounded 
Bookkeeper Lynn, is Frank Bennett. 
These two are professional crooks, but 
Corbett is unknown to the police. And it 
was soon proved that the two professionals 
were the men who robbed the Allerton 
Packing company on Dec. 3. They got 
away with $3,200,

Bit after January, 1888, the line 
drops with arapidity as appalling as 
the rise had been exhiliarating, and 
for eighteen months this tendency was 
downward, until July, 1889, when the 
total deposits reached $9,181,861.46, 
The total shrinkage was $3,147,188.72, 
or over 25 per centof the total deposits 
of January, 1888, and the “average de- 
crease every six months was over 
$1,000,000. 

This was bedrock. From July, 1889, 
the line is somewhat fluctuating from 
one half year to another, but on the 
whole shows a very satisfactory in- 
crease, for in January of 1891 the total 
deposits reached $9,971,706.97—a total 
increase in the last eighteen months of 
$789,845.51. 

Can there be amore pointed com- 
mentary on the resources of this coun- 
try and its self-sustaining power? Can 
even the most confirmed croaker avoid 
the conclusion that the country is enter- 
ing upon an era of prosperity that con- 
tuins no element of “boom,”’ but that 
is solid in all respects? It is manifest 
that, from this time forward, the tide 


of money returning to us for crops 
sold will steadily increase, and our 
banks become more and more fliled, 
not with the money of the tourist and 
speculator, but with that of the fruit- 
grower and the representatives of our 
other solid industries. 

The line representing tho total loans 
by the banks of the city follows, up to 
July, 89, though less in degree the 
fluctuations of the deposit line. Since

Statistics, when illustratea graphic- , 
ally, convey information with greater 
force than when merely tabulated, and 
many lessons are taught which might 
otherwise fail to suggest themselves. 
The banks of a community are so in- 
timately connected with its business 
interests, and the prosperity of one is 
so dependent on the other, thatastudy 
of their condition forms an excellent 
index’of the general degree of pros- 
perity that obtains in the community. 

They form a reservoir which contains 

the money of the city and the fluctua- 
tions of their condition from time to 
time follow the varying changes of 
general business. 
This is exemplified in the diagram 
presented, which shows the condition 
of allthe banks of Los Angeles city 
from January, 1884, January, 1891,” 
at intervals of six months, or on the 
first days of January and July of each 
year. 

In the reduced copy of the original 
diagram presented herewith, the ver- 
tical scale is shown in dollars, each 
space between two lines representing 
half a million. The horizontal scale 
shows time, the space between two 
lines representing six months. 

The total assets and liabilities of all 
the banksin the city have been re- 
duced to three items each, as is shown 
more in detailin the tabulated state- 
ment, the assets being divided into the 
items of: “‘luvestments,’’ which in- 
cludes real estate, stocks, bonds, war- 
rants, bank fixtures and premises; 
‘**Loans,”’ which iacludes loans secured 
by realestate and collaterais and on 
call; “Cash,” which includes specie 
and legal-tender on hand and other 
available items. 

The liabilities are divided into **Cap- 
ital and Reserve,” which includes cap- 
ital actually paid up, accumulated re- 
serve funds and undivided profits: 
“Deposits,” which includes all classes

until in January 91 the total reaches 
$9,253,552.20. It must be remembered 
that this includes money loaned by the 
banks on country property, and that 
new capital which has come into the 
banking business within the last eigh- 
teen months has furnished a very large 
proportion of these loans. Our system 
of collecting a whole year’s taxes at 
once also forces many business men 
into the ranks of borrowers at this sea- 
son of the year. 

The line of *‘Cash on Hand”’ also fol- 
lows the general fluctuations of the 
Geposit line, and sbows throuzhbout a 
very large percentage of cash on hand. 
The proportion of available cash to 
total deposits on January Ist, 1891, 
was 42 per cent.—a most excellent 
showing for the conservative manage- 
ment of our banks. —— 

This also indicates that, while loan- 
ing liberally, the banks are pursuing 
the very careful and commendable 
policy of carrying a large percentage 
of their Geposits in the shape of avail- 
able cash. 

The line of “Capital and Reserve”’ 
shows but little fluctuation, and rises 
steadily from 1884 to 1891. 

It indicates the continued influx of 
new Capital into the banking business, 
and the continualiy-increasing reserve 
funds of the older institutions. 

‘The number of banking houses bas 
increased from four in 1884 to eighteen 
in 189]. 

The line of *‘Miscellaneous Invest- 
ments,’’ which includes real-estate, 
stocks, bonds, etc., has increased some- 
what, but not in proportion to the 
increase in deposits or banking capital. 
This indicates that our bankers bave 
exercised more than ordinarily good 
judgment in their loans, and have had 
to take in but little property. This is 
the more remarkable after the ‘‘boom”’ 
of 1886 and 1887. Asa matter of fact,

Emperor’s wrath at the failure of the 
visit of Empress Frederick to Paris to 
establish,in some sort, good feeling 
between Germany and France, has 
fallen upon both Chancellor yon Ca- 
privi and Count von Munster, the Ger- 
man ambassador at Paris; upon the 
former for advising the trying of the 
experiment, and upon the latter for 
assenting to a prolonged stay of the 
Empress and her fatally indiscreet 
visit to Versailles. Notwithstand- 
ing the semi-official French de- 
nial, M. Herbette, the French am- 
bassador here, was consulted prior 
to the Emperor giving his consent to 
the Empress making the journey. 
Court officials here affirm that the 
Chancellor mentioned the Empress’ 
desire, her personal aims and the prob- 
able period of her stay to Herbette a 
fortnight before she started. The 
Emperor appears to charge the Chan- 
cellor and Munster with misinforming 
him as to what the results of the visit 
would probably be. 

Herbette, who was probably in- 
structed by the French Foreign Min- 
ister, Ribot, informed the Chancellor 
yesterday that he desired to express 
personally tothe Emperor bis regrets 


at the manner in which the 
Empress had been treated. The 
Emperor replied that he did 


not wish to hold any unoflicial conver- 


sonally 
bette. This is interpreted in official 
circles as pointing to the Emperor’s 
determination to obtain from the 
French government some form of sat- 
isfaction for the treatment accorded 
his mother.

Prince Ho- 
henlohe-Schillingfurst,, governor of 
Alsace-Lorraine, only last week, at a 
banquet, expressed the conviction that | 
relations with France were so ame- 
horated that the motives for passport 
restrictions were lessening. He ex- 
pressed the hope that normal relations 
between the two countries would soon 
be reéstablished. In view of this, the 
renewal of the restrictions is unmis- 
takably a response to the Parisian in- 
cidents. Taking the press as a yhole 
its tone is caim, with the exception of 
the Cologne Gazette and other advo- 
cates of the Bismarckian policy, which 
are bent on making political capital 
out of the matter. 

Despite Bismarck’s refusal to stand 
as a candidate for the Reichstag, Herr 
Schoof asks the electors of the Nine- 
teenth District of Hanover to return 
Bismarck, declaring that he will not 
refuse to serve now that thereisa 
prospect of acrisis in Germany’s for- 
eign affairs. 

n the Reichstag today Dr. Wint- 
hurst spoke in defense of his motion to 
grant non-commissioned officers in the 
army, after twelve years’s service, a 
pension of one thousand marks. He 
asked the house to adopt the motion by 
the largest possible majority, so that it 
might be known everywhere that Ger- 
mans stood by their Emperor and were 
ready to defend him from attack from 
any quarter. The motion was adopted. 
Some Freisinnige members spoke 
against it, and Chancellor Caprivi 
sharply scored them. The debate as- 
sumed unexpected importance from

Excitement at Paris. 

Paris, Feb 28.—The instructions 
sent by the Chancellor yesterday: to 
the governor of the Alsace-Lorraine to 
refrain from mitigating the pass- 
port regulations of Alsace-Lorraine, as 


previously proposed, and not to extend 
in any way additional facilities to in- 
habitants from the French fron-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. [By the As- 
sociated Press.}] Mr. Bartine. of Ne- 
vada, in bebalfof the minority mem- 
bers of the Huuse Coinage Committee, 
today submitted a report in favor of 
the passage Of a silver free coinage bill. 
The report. begins with an expression of 
regret that the majority delayed their 
report so long as torender it practically 
impossible for the House to consider. 
the bill during the present Congress. 
The minority report says: 

We have no doubt of the ability of the 
United States to establish and maintain the 
double standard, even without European 
cobperation, aud we predict that if the 
United States should adopt free coinage it 
would receive support from the principal 
natious of the Old World. 

In conclusion, the report admits the 
difficulty of forecasting the actual re- 
sult of financial legislation, but says: 

We firmly believe the complete restora- 
tion of silver will inure to the best interests 
of the country. Wedonot pretend to en- 
tertain the belief that the question of free 
coinage involves any such alterpative as 
national prosperity or national ruin. We 
believe under any system of finance at all 
likely to be adopted the American republic 
will move steadily torward, and our people 
will continue the happiest upon the face of 
the earth. itisonly a question of what is 
tho best course to pursue, and we feel as- 
sured that the double standard promises 
more of prosperity than the maintenance of 
a single standard.

NEW ARMY ORDERS. 


The Punishments That Courts-Mar- 
tial May Inflict. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—|_ By the As- 
sociated Press.| The President today 
issued a general order fixing the maxi- 
mum limit forthe punishment of en- 
listed soldiers in time of peace for all 
crimes and offenses within the juris- 
diction of courts-martial. The regula- 
tions contemplate a uniform degree of 
punishment throughout the service 
and the inhibition of excessive sen- 
tences by courts-martiul. 

The severest penalty prescribed is 
ten years’ imprisonment, and this can 
be imposed only in cases of mansisugh- 
ter- and assault with intent to 
kill. The greatest punishment for 
desertion is imprisonment for five 
years, which may, however, be imposed 
fer desertion in the presence of Indian 
outbr@éak or other trouble when the 
act is joined in by two or more soldiers 
in the execution of conspiracy. The 
punishment for ordinary cases of de- 
sertion is two and a half year’s impris- 
onment, with oneyear added for each 
previous conviction of the same offense. 

Deserters who surrender cannot be 
imprisoned for a longer period than

The order was issued at the instance 
of Secretary Proctor, and is intended 
as an act of justice to soldiers who 
have repeatedly complained of undue 
discrimination in the matter of punish- 
ment under the present system.

The Direct Tax Bill Now in the 
President’s Hands. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—{By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Direct Tax Bill 
which has gone to the President, pro- 
vides in substance thatthe Secretary 
of the Treasury shall credit each State 
and Territory a sum equal to all col- 
lections by set off or otherwise made 
under the terms of the Direct Tax Act 
of 1861. All moneys still due the 
United States under that act are re- 
mitted. A sufficient sum of money 
is appropriated to be paid when the 
legislatures shall have accepted the 
sums in full satisfaction of all claims 
against the United States on account 
of the direct tax levy. The money ap- 
propriated to meet individual claims, 
is to be held in irust by the State au- 
thorities, six years being allowed for 
the reception of these claims.

MURDER AND SUICIDE, 
A Ghastly Double Tragedy at San 
Francisco. 
_ SAN Francisco, Feb. 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Russel! 8. Thomp- 
son, a conductor on the cable railroad, 
was shot and killed this morning by A. 
H.° Cochrane, his father-in-law, who 
afterward killed’ himself. 

One of Cochrare’s six little children 
went about 11 o’clock to wake ‘Uhomp- 
son, and found him dead in bed with a 
Her 
father lay gasping on the floor covered 
with blood. He was removedto the 
receiving hospital, where he died from 
the wounds, which were located in the 
stomach and under the chin. The lIat- 
ter wound ended beneath the left eye, 
the bullet having cut the xsophagus. 
The other bullet passed below the 
breastbone, coming out on the left 
side. 

Tbhompson’s wife, who the 
daughter. of Cochrane, died ten 


months ago. Thompson was about 25 
years of age. ‘The two men never had 
any trouble, but -the murderer’s son 
Willie said the family had been afraid 
of their father for some time. Noone 
knew until the tragedy that the latter 
went armed, and nothing was known 
of the affair until some time after the 
deed. Cochrane was seen to go to a 
drug store about 9:30 a.m. and buy 
some medicine. He had been under 
treatment for more thana year for 


nervous trouble. In his bedroom a 
44-caliber bulldog revolver. was 
found. The sheets and pillow-cases 


were saturated with blood and the 
floor was coyered with pools of blood 
where Cochrané writhed after shooting 
bimself. He was a native of New 
York, aged 64. He had been a painter, 
but of late was too ill to work. 
John A. Wall, an attorney, a step- 
son of Cochrane, said he had threat 
ened to kill his family on many occa- 
sions. He thought they were trying to 
swindle him out of an for- 
tune.

KIMBERLY DIAMOND MINES, 


Their Funnel-Shaped Formation 
« Due to Velicanio Upheaval. 
{Longmap's Magazine. 

THiow did the South Africa diamond 
ever get there? How much deeper are 
the miners going? Are diamonds going 
to be found in as large quantities as at 
present? There are various theories as 
as to how these mines have been 
formed, but all agree in attributing 
them to volcanic action. , 

They are all funnel-shaped, the 
sides of the funnel being composed of 
adense rock, known in miner’s par- 
lance as “reef.’’ It is of a soapy na- 
ture, easily acted upon by the atmo- 
spHere, and is, consequently, most 
dangerous, as large pieces become de- 
tached and fallintothemines. There 
are no means of shoring it up, and 
without warning these enormous 
slices slide .off into the working por- 
tion of the mine, burying the claim 
and sometimes killing the employés. 
The whole of the funnel is filled with 
‘**blue”’ ground, the roof sloping at va- 
rious angjles, but on an average of 
one foot in fifteen. The theory is tha 
the. sides of the roof meet at a great 
depth. 

The hot liquid containing the dia- 
monds. scientists assert, was forced by 
some great disturbance of nature 
through the solid earth, the bulgings 
in the sides of the mines being very 
soft and sbaly, showing where the rock 
was not sufficiently hard to resist the 
enormous pressure. It has been ob- 
served that in Kimberly there must 
have been ten distinct upheavals. In 
Dutoitspan there were twenty-five. 
In Bultiontein three to four, and in 
De Boers three; and this has been 
proved by the varying nature of the 
ground. 

If one upheaval only had taken 

lace, the center of the funnel would 

ave contained only one kind of soil. 
As the miners go deeper a great altera- 
tion is noticed in the character of the 
soil. They have found pieces of top 
reef and top soil ata depth of 400 
feet. This shows that in the succeed- 
ing upheayals vacua were formed, and 
the whole funnel wasin a state of tu- 
muit, the upper layers of oxidized 
earth returning to their ancient depths 
to give place to the other carbonaceous 
matter, which by successive exposures 
to the atmosphere become. oxidized, 
and assume the yellow color seen so 
frequently in the embankments: of re- 
jected debris.

The frightened young fellow did 
not even know the name of the person 
who had come for it, or for whom it was 
intended, and after hours of search on 
the part of the distracted druggist the 
unfortunate victina was at last traced to 
his home, but too late, for the first dose 
had killed him. Thatis why I place the 
name of the patient both on the prescrip- 
tion for the druggist and on the stub 
left in my prescription book.—Interview 
in St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

MATTERS MUNICIPAL. 


Pasadena on a Damp Satur- 
day. 


A SHORT SESSION OF COUNCIL. 


Locals on Various Topics—Pertinent 
Points About Prominent Peo- 
ple— A . Batch of 
Brevities. 


City Council met in regular session 
at 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon, Pres- 
ident Lukens in the chair and all the 
trustees except Mr. Banbury present. 

The minutes of the meeting of Feb- 
ruary 21, were read and approved. 

A communication was read and filed 
from the Silsby Munufacturing Co., of 
Seneca Falls, N. Y., cancelling the 
charge of $85 for a cross-bar, the one 
returned having been found to be de- 
fective. 

On motion, municipal improvement 
bonds of the sixteenth series were sold 
at par to the amount of $6000 to H. T. 
Dunham, who purchased them for the 
— National Bank of Norwich, 
N. 


A communication was read from the 
State Loan and Trust Company of Los 
Angeles, stating that the company 
will purchase $46,500 of the munic!pal 
improvement bonds at par, less 20 per 
cent. commission. G. E. Prosser com- 
municated that he could place $42,500 
of the bonds at par, provided # com- 
mission of $7937.50 be allowed. 

On the matier of the grade of the 
sidewaik and curb made by J. G. Mil- 
Jer on Columbia street, City Attorney 
Arthur reported that, as Mr. Miller’s 
property lies in the city of South Pasa- 
dena, while the grade complained of 
isin our city, itis doubtiul whether 
either city could compel him _ to 
bear the expense of putting the 
grade in proper shape. He stated, 
however, that the city has the right to 
have the Street Superintendent remove 
the obstruction as he would remove 
any other obstruction or nuisance. 

On the matter of the right of the 
Tax Collector to assign certificates of 
tax sales on land purchased by the 
city, Mr. Arthur reported that he had 
been. unable to find anything in the 
ordinances giving the collector this 
power, and advising that it would be a 
safer plan for the Board to pass a 


- resolution authorizing the Tax Col- 


lector to make sales and as- 
sign certificates im any and every 
case. He also suggested that the tax 
ordinance needs revision in several 
particulars, and that a committee be 
uppointed to investigate the matter. 
The Committee on Ordinances and 
Judiciary, in connection with the City 
Attorney, were so appointed. 

The report of City Recorder Rose, 
showing three cases during February, 
was read and referred to the Commit- 
tee on Auditing and Finance. 
Adjournment followed. ~

Every train from Los Angeles on the 
Santa Fé yesterday brought stacks of 
it from the north and east, the latter 
coming by Way of San Francisco. The 
postofiice force was kept hard pressed 
uil duy assorting the piles of letters 
and papers, and the carriers were on 
the go continually, bearing huge bun- 
dies of mail matter. Almost every- 
body could be found perusing a long- 
delayed missive, or carefully scanning 
the columns of a newspaper from back 
Kast somewhere. The San Francisco 
papers arrived for the first time during 
the past six days, and for a time there 
was u regular stampede at the news- 
stands.

The Terminal is now in running 
order from Los Angeles to Altadena.

THE PALMS 


Andthe Country Round About—Suc- 
cessful Fruit-Growing. 

THe Pats, Feb. 26.—|Correspond- 
ence of Tne Times.] The Palms and 
Santa Monica are the only towns that 
have had daily communication by rail 
with Los Angcies during the recent 
storm. Ali trains have been.on time, 
and Los Angeles business men who 
reside with us, have been able to reach 
their places of business without inter- 
ruption. 

It is now about five years since 
500 acres, formerly owned by Mr. Fig- 


-ueroa, now known as The Palms, were 


bought and cut up into small Noldings, 
orchards planted and the old order of 
things changed. Formerly barley was 

the only crop in this valley. The past 

year orchards have come into bearing; 
and the prosperity attending those 
who have engaged in fruit-raising has 
had the effect of causing many new 
tracta to be set out to fruit trees. One 
orchardist received from $150 to $200 
per acre from his 5-year-old orchard of 
deciduous fruits. 

His walnut trees (Santa Barbara 
soft-shell,) set out five years ago, 
yielded 150 pounds to the tree this 
yoar. 

The White Smyrna fig is attracting 
considerable attention in this locality. 
It comes into bearing the second year 
after planting, and should pay for all 
expenses incurred in its care and culti- 
vation the third year. One gentleman 
states that his 4-year-old fig trees real- 
ized him $2.00 a tree the past year, or 
$116 per acre. 

F. H. Daniels has recently sold his 
ten-acre home place toa Mr. Wallace, 
recehtly from Fairbury, Neb. Several 
families fromthe same locality have 
purchased acreage places and are set- 
ting out orchards. 

Opposite the depot, on a plateau 


‘about forty feet above the village, 


twenty-one acres has beer artisticaily 
laid out in grounds and winding roads 
lined with pines, peppers and palms, 
with an orchard of 800 White Smyrna 
figs, 350 Eureka lemons and 500 winter 

The orchards and orange groves at 
the National Military Home (two 
miles west of us) have made a remark- 
able growth the past year, showing 
the possibilities of our lands near the 
oceav. The prosperity that has at- 
tended the developmients around The 
Palms, where land can be bought in 
tracts of ten acres and upwards, is an 
indication of what might be accom- 
plished by the subdivision of the large 
ranches near Santa Monica. The 
Jones & Baker ranch of 38,000 acres, 
and the Wolfskill ranch of nearly 4000 
acres, which by reason of their prox- 
imity to the ocean and foothills of the 
Santa Monica range, give the most de- 
lightful summer temperature, having 
none of the mid-summer heat of the 
interior and being comparatively free 
from frost in the winter.

Force Not a Failure. 

Los ANGELES, Feb. 24.—{To the Ed- 
itor of Tue Trves.} An article in 
your issue of February 21, quoted from 
the Oakiand Times, claims that probi- 
bition and local option do not diminish 
the consumption of alcoholic liquors 
in the United States. 

It is not reasohabie to expect that 
prohibition, enforced imperfectly as yet 
in seven States, should materially di- 
minish the drinking in forty-four 
States, thirty-seven of which license 
the liquor traffic, many of them giving , 
it every aid and encouragement. 

. The temperance question is never 
treated fairly by its adverse critics. In 
any other case than this, the effects of 
a prohibitory law would be studied 
and reported im the States and: locali- 
ties where it is enacted and enforced — 
notin the places where it has uever 
been tried. 

HOW IT 18S IN MAINE. 

Maine has had a prohibitory law 
for nearly forty years; never very ‘ 
effective till 1877; still secretly evaded 
in the large towns and cities, but well 
enforced in all the rest of the State. 
The uniform testimony of all its lead- 
ing statesmen, Governor, Congress- 
men, etc., including Mr. Blaine and 
Senator Frye, is that drinking and 
drunkenness have been reduced toa 
mere fraction of their former volume, 
and the beneficient eflects of the law 
upon the moral and financial condition 
of the people have been inestimable. 

Governor Benleigh, in his recent 
message, shows that of the population 
of 661,000, 140,521, or 10 in every 47 

ersons, are depositors in the savings 

anks; the deposits are $47,751,166, 
and the average deposit $340.03. Dur- 
ing the past year the number of de- 
positors has increased 8329, and the 
deposits $3,804,081, while in ten years 
the population has only increased 
12,150. 

Maine is doubtless the poorest of all 
the States in soil, climate; citrus belts, 
and all natural resources of wealth. 
But its people are more generally com- 
fortabie and prosperous than those of 
aby other State or country. Their 
unusual prosperity began with the suc- 
cess of the Maine liquor iaw. 

OTHER DRY STATES. 

In Vermontand New Hampshire the 
probibitory law has been of incaicula- 
ble benefit to the moral, social and 
financial welfare of the people, wher- 
ever it has been enforced. 

The most reliable and respectable 
public men of Kansas and lowa, in 
great numbers, have testified that 
drinking, drunkenness, crime and 
poverty have been remarkably dimin- 
ished there by enforced probibitory 
law—many of them admitting too, like 
Governors Martinand Larrabee, that 
they had opposed and voted against 


-| prohibition, but the result of the law 


soon convinced them that they had 
been mistaken in doing so. 

Georgia has over 100 of her 138 coun- 
ties dry. Tenmessee, Arkansas and 
five or six other Southern States and va- 
rious Northern States have from a 
quarter to more than balf their area 
dry. No one seems to have set upa 
claim that local option has not de- 
creased the sale of liquor in these 
localities, although the people there 
have not far to go to purchase or send 


or it. - . 

The Oakland paper pities “‘the tem- 
perance organizations in their discour- 
agement over the fact, that the trafliic, 
which we seek to destroy, grows larger 
every year.”’ But there is much com- 
fort in having already freed seven 
States—against the strenuous opposi- 
tion of the national and state govern- 
ments, the politicians and most of the 
press of both the leading parties— 
against the tremendous sums of money 
used to defeat prohibition in elections, 
and in spite ofan annual increase of 
nearly half a million hard, daily drink- 
ers imported over sea. vs 

Another great cause of the constant 
increase of liquor consumption, is the 
fact that every confirmed drinker, 
male and female, young and old, bas 
to increase his regular doses every 
year; thatalone with theincrease of 
population should account for all the 
increase of drink. 

The Father Matthew and Washing- 
tonian movements referred to, were 
each a moral suasion success for about 
two years, but then, like the woman’s 
crusade of 1873-4 they died out and 
only proved the utter futility of all at- 
tempts to permanently reform drink- 
ers, or to prevent the young from be- 
coming drunkards and criminals, as 
long as government and society use 
theirenergies to multiply the attrac- 
tions and temptations to vice and 
crime in all directions. 

It is a great mistake to call Ma- 
homet’s plau of propagating his re- 
ligion by the sword “a failure.’’ for 
history records no other such whole- 
sale conversion of millions as his force 
method produced. 

Prohibitionists do not desire to use 
auy sword or force beyond that of alaw 
entirely prohibiting the open temptation 
and seduction of the ys and girls 
and young men of the nation 
into vicious and criminal babits. 
state and national, 
faithfully enforced. would be’ perma- 
nent, forin avery few years all its 
decent, honest opponents would see its 
good results and vigereen”, support it, 
as was the case in Maine, Kansas and 
Iowa. And its success would bless 
aud prosper the Nation a hundred 
times more than that of allthe other 
reforms combined, that are now pro- 
posed by parties or individuals. 

The advocates of Prohibition owe 
thanks to the Oakland Times for the 
compliment it pays to their cause; for it 
implies that Probibition is so farsreach- 
ing in its beneficent effects, that its 
trial fora few years in Maine, Ver- 
mont, Kansas and Iowa, ought natur- 
ally to reduce the drinking in the 18s.- 
675 dramshops of New York, New Jer- 
sey, Ohio, illinois and all the other 
States, east and west, where the gov- 
erning. powers, and all the monopoly 
rings are in close alliance with the 
liquor ‘traffic.

A MONSTER AVIARY. 


Something About the Largest Bird Cage 
v4 That Has Ever Been Bailt. 

California may well boast of its big 
trees, its waterfalls of the Yosemite and 
its mammoth fruit and vegetable prod- 
ucts, but it has added another laurel to 
its crown in the possession of the largest 
aviary in the world. An hour's journey 
from San Francisco by water and rail 
brings one to the quict little town of 
San Pablo, in Contra Costa county, and 
a short drive from there is the old and 
well known Alvargdeo Rancho, now own- 


ed by Henry F. Emetrie:’ Over an area}: 


of 2,500 acres of fertile ground are scat- 
tered orchards and wheat fields that 
yield wonderful crops, and near the cen- 
ter of this domain is the old home of 
Mr. Emeric’s father, now deceased. _ 
it isa quaint structure, with shaded 
verandas. and its roof is robed with a 


mantle of pure white Castilian roses. 
Frontine the hanse are narterres 


choice flowers of inazmerapie kinas, 
bright with color and as fragrant as the 
breeze wafted odors of Ceylon. “There 
are, in fact, 310 varieties of roses alone 
to be seen, and in the conservatory

Through the vista of weeping willows | 
and peach and apple trees, heavily laden 
with Bellflowers and Winter Nellies, the 
‘aviary is seen.

the cage for their protection against the 
elements. With commendable foresight 
Mr. Emeric has stocked this aviary with 
English pheasants and Chinese golden 
pheasants, and there are also hundreds 
of quail there, merely as a side issue. 

Mr. Emeric estimates that he has over 
400 pheasants, and he pro to set 
loose 100 or more of them h year to 
run wild through the country, and will 
give many away to those who desire to 
propagate them. This will, of course, 
be of great benefit to all lovers of bird 
shooting, and besides will assist materi- 
ally in increasing the number of what 
are now a rare species of fowl in this 
state. The pheasants are fed with wheat, 
and occasionally chopped liver is given 
to them. They are crossed with bantam 
hens, the result being game cocks that 
are as pugnacious as their imported 
sires; and the pheasant is notably a 
fighting bird. The golden pheasants 
are only fitted for an aviary, and occupy 
the position that a Sevres vase does in a 
drawing room. 

Mr. Emeric has completed negotiations 
to have a large invoice of bobwhites sent 
to him from the east, and then he will 
increase the proportions of his aviary to 
three times its present size. This bird is 
similar to our California quail, only a 
little larger, and is better flavored. It is 
a great favorite with eastern hunters, 
and will be gladly welcomed by local 
sportsmen. The sate course will be pur- 
sued with these birds as with the pheas- 
ants. The propagation of these valuable 
and interesting birds is a hobby with Mr. 
Emeric, an expensive one naturally, but 
one that he can afford, and his efforts 
should receive the earnest support of all 
those who are interested in the introduc- 
tion of new birds on this coast.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.

AN OVERDOSE OF MORPHINE. 


He Says That He Was Driven tothe 
Act by His Wife’s Behavior— 
A Chance for 
His Life. 


Edwin H. Brown atiempted to end bis 
existence yesterday morning by taking a 
dose of morphine, and would, in all proba- 


his landiady, ata timely moment, discovered 
his conditicn and summonéd assistance. 

Brown had been lodging in the Ton oni 
block, No. 207 Upper Main street, for some 
weeks past, with his wife, occupying room 
29, on the third floor, facing on Maino street. 
His domestic affairs were anything but 
pleasant, and about two weeks ago she left 
bim and went to live with her sister, Mrs. 
Rvach, in the Clinton bioek, opposite. Sev- 
eral nights ago Brown went to Roach’s 
room to try and induce his wife to return to 
him, when be got iutoa fight with Roach, 
in the course of which he almost chewed 
his brother-in-law’s ear off, besides biting 
him severely on the face For this he was 
arrested, but gave bail, and the case was to 
have come up yesterday. 

Since his wife’s departure Brown has 
been rooming in the Tovoni block alone. 
Friday night several of his friends called on 
him, wheu he talked over the trial and said 
that he would be on band. He was in 
rather a despondert mood, but talked freely 
and retired about his usual time. 

Yesterday morning Mrs. Tononi noticed 
asmell of gas in the hall near Brown’s 
room, and cailing her busband, after sume dif- 
ficulty, it being locked inside, the duor was 
opened, Brown was discovered stretched 
out on the floor nesr the bed dressed 
only in his night clothes. He was 
unconscious, and breathing heavily 
and bicod was oozing from his 
nose, On ai table was an empty 
tumbler, near which was =tliying. a 
piece of white paper, on which “poison” 
was written, while on the bureau was an 
ordinary passbouk, in which wasa_ pencil. 
There were one or two small spots of bleod 
on the carpet near the middie of the floor. 
From the appearance of the room, and the 

sition of the body, it looked as if Brown 

ad firsttaken the pvisen. then sit down to 
write his farewell, but becoming drowsy 
from the effectsof the drug, bad tried to 
turn out the gas, but became unconscious, 
and fell tothe floor, leaving the gas about 
half turned on, 

Mr. Tononi at once telephoned the 
police station, and Brown was removed to 
the receiving hospital. Here he was at- 
tended by Drs. McGowan and Morrison. 
A small wound was found just back of the 
ear, evidently caused by siriking against 
something, butno other marks of violence. 
From the symptoms, the doctors were 
convinced that Brown fad taken morphine. 
The stomach pump was applied as weil as 
the usual remedies. Brown seemed to re- 
vive somewhat, but last evening he was 
very Weak, and while the doctors said that 
there was a chance for him to pull through, 
it was very slight, and they had but little 


hope. 

Brown’s wife called at the station yester- 
day, but, she was not admitted tothe re- 
receiving hospital. 

The following ia what is written in the 
pass-book, and tells in brief the whole 
story: 

“Molly, come at once if you want to 
see me,aslam in a bad fix. Molly, you 
bave broken my courage and heart, and [ 
ask you to change your ways and do better. 
1 don’t care to live any longer, so good-bye 
all. Myringis at Mrs. Ferner’s on Com- 
mercial street, for $2.50. 

“Molly, you are to blame for all this. You 
said on the street yesterday that if the court 
did not getme you would, So Molly, 1 will 
save you the trouble. So I wish you good 
luck the balance of your days. So good-bye. 
E. H. Brown to his wife, Mary Brown. My 
name is Edwin H. Brown. My folks live 
in Coxackie, N. Y., Greene county. Write 
to Mrs. Alexander Day and inform them 
about me,”

LIFE ON THE WESTERN FRONTIER 


Observations Among the Red Men— 
Slow but Steady Evolution From 
a State of Savagery—White 
Scalp Locks. 


[WRITTEN FOR THE TIMES| 

The Indian as a savage lis fast dida p- 
pearing from America. The soft foot- 
fall of his moccasin has given place to 
the thud of his new calfskin shoe. The 
buffalo-skin lodge has a rival in the 
log house, and most of his more bar- 
barous customs are relinquished. 

In part civilized and educated, many 
of them choose to follow no longer the 
old forms, and: the rest, from sheer 
force of their surroundings, abando 
their old rites, ~ 

The last Sun Dance of the Sioux has 
been enacted under blazing skies, for 
the Government has interdicted its 
cruel practice. Yet to one who has 
witnessed the ceremony there seems so 
much of voluntary self-sacrifice, so 


much of what in Christian lands we 
term ‘“‘religious fortitude,’’ one 'oses 


~ sight of the extreme barbarity of the 


ractice. The fact of its being a self- 

mposed ritual makes it possible to 
witness the scene when otherwise it 
it would be too shocking to endure. 

In the intensest heat of summer, 
when the sun has reached the zenith 
and looks straight down upon the 
scene, with its wide-open, burning eye, 
the preparations are made, 

In an open spot of plain, without 
shade, the poles set. On it are bung 
various badges and emblems of relig- 
ion, pledges cf faithful fulfillment of 
promises made. Reeds from some 
stagnant elbow of the creek are cut 
into pipes or flutes. Women, dressed 
in costly beaded buckskin, form in cir- 
cles, and each, with her reed, dances 
to its rude music. The motion is one 
of rythmic rising and falling of the 
body, without varying movement. Af- 
ter watching the participants for an 
hour, the whole landscape of trees and 
plain and houses seems joining in the 
mopotonous concert. edicine men, 
or Priests of the Sun, wait under ap 
awning at one side, and when the right 
moment has arrived perform their sin- 
guiar duty. Those braves who have 
sworn faithfulness during the year ap- 
pear without clothing, save the loin 
cloth, and repair to the shelter of 


the priests. At one time the 
writer saw three, at another 
five, of such braves pass the 


ordeal, and was personally acquainted 
with some of tnem. One had seen 
trouble. In the spring a babe had 
been laid to its last sleep on a bank of 
wild crocises, and another chiid 
seemed fast dying of disease. In bis 
despair, the father made a vow tbat if 
the Great Spirit would spare this 
child, he would join in the next Sun 
Dance. The child lived, and the 
father remembered his vow. Without 
a Visable quiver or sign of hesitation, 
he approached the priest, who used an 
ordinary. bnnoting-knife in the opera- 
tion. The muscle of the breast was 
deeply .incised, and a strong deer- 
thong inserted. The victim was then 
to the stake,”’ where the protrud- 
ing deer-thong was fastened to a lon- 
ger one, previously attached to a point 
high up on the pole. This allowed a 
play of about fifteen feet in every 
direction of theshaft. The remainder 
of the martyrs were similarly treated, 
while the “toot! toot!’ of the reeds, 
with the whole terrible ceremony, 
made the brain whrl.. The partici- 
pants receded from the pole as far as 
thier thongs would allow, and joined 


in a barmonious regular jerk, to 
the strange tune of a hundred 
pipes. Sometimes the incised strip of 
flesh yielded readily to the exertions of 
the victim, and he was released from 
his vow. More often hours, or even 
two or three days, were needed to com- 
plete theintention. At times a brave 
would fall, fainting with the long 
struggle, to be restored by the priest 
and continue the ceremony without 
food or water until it ended. 

Even the gaze of the dancers was 
fixed upon the burning sun, and as it 
fell in the west, they slowly turned 
with it, continuing all night to revolve 


scene, and must instinctively turn 
away. Yet it did notexceed in bar- 


barity many scenes which have been 
enacted in so-called Christian lands in 
the name of religion. 

The “medicine pole”’ is still at times 
erected on the plains of Dakota, and 
the toot of the reed pipe may be heard, 
but human flesh is no more lacerated 
to appease the Great Spirit. 

I spent a few years in the 70’samong 
the affiliated bands of the Indian Ter- 
ritory. Many ofthe Comanches, the 
Kiowas, Wichitas and others were 
kept peaceable only by forcible means. 
Several of the most unruly chiefs had 
been taken prisoners and carried away, 
while the remaining Indians were un- 
der military guard. 

Asa Habit, a wild, untutored sav- 
age of the extremest type, had prom- 
ised peace with the whites, and true to 
his Indian nature, kept his word, 
though I must confess that to meet 
him on the prairie away from _ protec- 
tion, tested the contfidenee of any small 
party unfortunate enough to meet him. 

He always wore his tomahawk, car- 
ried one or two hunting knives and a 
revolver in his belt, from which also 
depended a variety of scalp-locks of 
Anglo-Saxon origin, trophies of former 
victories. Ornaments adorned his 
neck and breast, and dangled from top 
to bottom of his buckskin leggings. 1 
have counted as many as fourteen 
rings in each of his dreadful ears. In 
fact there was’ one continuous. ‘‘solu- 
tion of continuity” .in therim, quite 
filled with copper or silver spanglies. 
He looked, as had _ prov- 
ed himself to be in the past, 
‘* a perfect terror.”” His wigwam was 
adorned with scalps and tomabawks, 
war spears five feet long, and skins of 
every description. It was a picture for 
a —— toremember. His wife was 
a little less savage than he, and, it was 
said, ruled her fierce lord. At one 
time, rumor has it, the tender heart of 
the chief was inclined toward a younger 
and more beautiful Indian maiden. He 
essayed to bring her to his lodge that 
she might retouch his faded moccasins, 
but Number One intercepted his 
amorous intentions, whether by force 
of argument or other force, it is not 
known. 

In the winter of 1874 a few of the 
Cheyennes were still on the war path, 
making depredations occasiosally upon 
the berds of friendly Indians. Asa 
Liabit was wilder than ever (with de- 
light) when he was permitted to go out

arriors of his camp were allowed to 
oin him. 
WAR DANCE. 

His village being about a. mile from 
the agency, we could distinctly bear 
their midnight revelry. We were in- 
spired to see as weil as hear this 
strange performance. 

Accordingly, we made up a party, 
and iu a large army wagon drove fear- 
lessly to the scene of action. It was a 
dark night. From the lodges around 
issued no whisper; tbe stillness was 
disturbed only by the grey woilt in the 
distance. Even the camp dogs were 
No man was in sight but a 


silent. 
negro boy, body servant to Asa 
Habit. It was said that the chief had 


the price ef asackof flour. Presently 
the black slave proceeded to kindle a 
large fire of brush and logs which had 
been piled in the center of the dance- 
ground. The children came out of the 
lodges noiselessly and began to warm 
themselves at the blaze, and to par- 
ticipate in a minature dance in the 
firelight. Their little red, naked bod- 
ies shone in the night so dark, like 
imps of some other sphere. In a little 
while Asa Habit issued from bis lodge, 
followed by afew of hie men beating 
rude drums or tambourines of deer- 
skin stretched over hoops. 

A “towu crier’’ next appeared, who 
walked about every part of the village, 
calling out in Comanche that every- 
thing was now ready for the dance. 

The fire grew brighter, “and illumi- 
nated the scene for a long distance. 
The musical performers gathered in 
circles, squatting on the grass and 
chanting wild war songs, finishing a 
note pow and then, with a quick cho- 
rus of yah! bi yah! hil’ accom- 
panied by ludicrous motions. Sud- 
denly, from somewhere in the utter 


darkness, emerged ahundred or more 


fuls, and often pressed to the nostrils. ' in 


bought this boy in the slave times for | 


the dark beyond for some imagin- 
ary foe. The whole scene and its act- 
ors reminded one of some gigantic il- 
lustration of supposed regions below. 

Asa Habit and his fery warriors 
went forth to battle and to do justice 
to the Cheyenne invaders. He is sup- 
posed to have rescued his stolen horses, 
with possible interest, for he bad quite 
a herd after that. We met him 
one day driving them before 
him, and noticed that one of the ponies 
bad an arrow stuck fast in his 
shoulder. We called the chief’s atten- 
tion to the fact, and he grunted some 
explanation as to how the animal had 
and must be pun- 
shed. 

The Kichi camps were not far from 
the agency. They lived in huts of 
thatched straw. The Wichitas also 
built grass houses. These were very 
large and comfortable. They were an- 
nuals, and could not stand the blasts 
of more than one winter. They were 
torn down and rebuilt each year when 
the long rank grass of the prairie af- 
forded material. A frame of lodge 
poles was first put up, affording a real 
**house: raising,’’ forit required the 
joint labor of two or three families to 
accomplish it. An aperture was left 
inthe center for the escape of the 
smoke from a fire on the ground floor 
beneath, Around the inside of the 
large room were bunks for sleeping. In 
some of these houses there was an air 
of real neatness and skill and living 
generally. The Kichis were good 
tempered and friendly, so we were 
giad to have them for neighbors. 

I think it was in the summer of 1887 
that an almost total eclipse of the sun 
appeared in the Indian Territory. As 
the time for the eclipse approached we 
wandered upthe hillside which over- 
looked the camps. As‘the light of day 
changed into strange hues, we could 
see the Indians hurrying from all di- 
rections toward home. Panic reigned. 
Tom-toms, drums of every description; 
iron pans ard _ kettles, 
and the loud wailing of voices 
blended together. We watched until 
the darkness deepened, and we could 
no longer distinguish moving formas, 
but the terrible din grew intenser. 
Innumerable dogs lent their dismal 
howls to the chorus of noises. The 
darker grew the landscape, the wilder 
grew the songs. At length, the black 
spirit lifted its wing, and light ap- 
peared. The magic of the Kichis had 
scared away the brooding evil, and, as 
it grew lighter, the noises passed into 
sounds of delight. Dancing, singing, 
running wildly about, these supersti- 
tious beings expressed their pleasure 
at what their ‘‘medicine’’ had done. 

We were riding across the prairie 
near the Kiowa camp one day in sum- 
mer, when we. came suddenly upon a 

SCALP DANCE. 

Suspended from a cedar pole hung a 
soft brown scalp, apparently the long 
hair of some Anglo-Saxon maiden. As 
the light breeze blew the silken thing 
from side toside of fhe stake on which 
it bung, one could almost believe it 
was alive. About the spot danced the 
Indians with excited eyes all turned 
toward the trophy that glittered in 
the suplight. What was the history of 
the brown locks we never knew, but 
we rode away with the impression that 
we had witnessed some terrible scene. 
Even in those early days the demon- 
strations of the Indians were not all of 
& savage nature. The Caddoes had 
their 

GREEN-CORN DANCE 
or festival, not unlike our Christian 
Thanksgiving, and at nearly the same 
time of the year. 

When the first ears filled, the tassied 
fields were robbed of their best harvy- 
est. At night huge fires were built, 
in whose ashes roasted the golden 
maize; to be eaten by the whole camp, 
to the sound of songs,and music, and 
dancing. 

When the Pawnees were on the way 
from their reserve in Nebraska to a 
new one in the Indian Territory, they 
were met by the Wichitas with a grand 
reception or a 


PwACE JUBILEE. _ 
Thirteen hundred Pawnees stood on a 
cliff three miles from the Wichitacamps. 


‘| They unfurled three American flags 


and two whiteones and awaited the 
coming of the Wichitas, who ap- 
proached the cliff dressed in Indian- 
war costume. painted and mounted on 
their best ponies. The Pawnees then 
descended to the open prairie and 
awaited the mock combat. The 


Wichitas made signals to them 
which were understood and charged 
straight forward, uttering the 
most piercing war whoops, and rid- 
ing rapidiy around them, fired their 
pistols and arrows into the ground. 
Six hundred of the Wichitas then dis- 
mounted, and leading their ponies up 


to the Pawnees presented them, with 


courteous salutations, as tokens of 
welcome and friendship. 

At this time Gen. Grant had given 
these bands into the guardianship of 
the Quakers. Agent R. of Philadeipia, 
a ‘Quaker of ye olden time,’’ ruled 
them with a genutie hand. He called 
them ‘my friends,’’ and rode for days 
together from camp to camp without 
arms, save his cheerful “‘tHow does thee 
do?” The writer has been one of his 
little party on several of these excur- 
sions, and can testify to the success of 


-heaven, but

his “peace principles.”’ We slept 
sometimes in ab Indian house, some- 
times in the covere’! wagon, and again 
on the ground under the sbelter of 
always without . fear. 
Agent R’s house and offico were 
crowded with hungry, appealing sup- 
pliants. Moveéd to pity for their desti- 
tution, be ordered that his own table 
be set without luxury, choosing to 
share with his helpless ‘‘friends” the 
privations of the times. I believe that 
during the winter of 1874, and 
longer, many of those starv- 
ing Indians were served = daily 
from the agent’s board. They squatted 
about the hallways aod peered through 
the windows with half-famished faces, 
men, women and little children. The 
winter was severe, buffalo hunts were 
prohibited to most of the Indians on 
account of hostilities. The first greet- 
ing that awaited us on returning from 
a short absence would invariably be: 
“Pappoose heap bungry. Give pap- 
poose chuck-a-way.”’ This much of 
English they had learned, and the his- 
tory of this past winter in Dakota 
shows that the Indians have not yet 
forgotten the cry. The Government 
has had credit for disbursing more 
food and clothes to its Indian wards 
than it has ever deserved. The writer 
has witnessed frequent issues of ra- 
tions for some years, and can say from 
actual observation that they have never 
had enough. 

Agent R. and his philanthropic wife 
have been at rest for half a score of 
years, but the memory of their self- 
sacrifice wilt long be cherished by 
those who knewthem. Although Mrs. 
R. was an invalid, she had her couch 
adjusted to a spring wagon, and in 
this was moved from camp to camp, 
where she taught the [Indian women to 
make better bread, to use soap and 
water and to mend their garments. 

These women. were accustomed to 
little clothing during tne summer 
months, and from custom appeared at

INTERNAL PARASITES. 


Important Information for 
Orange-Growers, 


THE YELLOW SCALE’S ENEMY. 


Colonize It—Anothor Enemy of 
the Scale In the San Ga- 
briel Valley. 


Alexander Craw, formerly of this 
city, pow (Quarantine Officer and «x 
officio Entowologist of the State Board 
of Horticulture, is the author of a 
pamphlet just issued by the Board en- 
titled “Internal Parasites Discovered 
in the San Gabriel Vailey; Recom- 
mendations and Notes.”’ Mr. Craw 
says: 

In the year 1872, an extensive oranzge- 
grower id the San Gabriel Valley pur- 
chased several small orange trees ata 
San Francisco tree depot, and planted 
them in his grove with the intention 
of budding from them, if the varieties 
proved desirable, as previous to that 
most of the citrus trees in California 
were grown from seed aud allowed to 
bear fruit as seedlings. The trees 
were found to be infested witha scale 
insect of a species of aspidiotus, which 
spread tothe adjoining orange trees, 
and their presence was detected by the 
mottled, sickly appearauce of the 
leaves and fruit. A determined effort 
was made tocheck its spread and, if 
possibie, stamp it out, and the trees in 
the infested portion of the grove were 
cut back, the branches burned, and the 
trunks and limbs scrubbed; but after 
all this heroic treatment enough scaies 
escaped to infest the district. 

To distinguish it fromthe “brown 
scale,’’ Lecanium hesperidum, and the 
‘black scale,’’ L. oleae (the only scales 
that were then attracting attention in 
the State), it was named the ‘red 
scale,’ from its reddish-yellow shell, 
and was considered identical with the 
red scale of Australia, Aspidiotus 
aurantii, Maskell; but quite recently 
specific differences have been observed 
that prove it distinct, and it is now 
known asthe “‘yellow scale,’’ Aspidi- 
otus citrinus, Coquillett. 

Various solutions wero sprayed on 
the trees; sulphur and other substances 
were inserted under the bark, and the 
small roots were severed. and to the 
ends leading tothe trunk vials were 
placed containing chemicals of various 
kinda, in the hope thatthe roots would 


scale; butin a great many instances 
the trees were destroyed instead, and 
others injured and made unproductive 
by reason of the caustic or greasy 
properties of the washes then used. In 
the meantime the scale was slowly but 
surely spreading, Until now it is found 
in nearly all the orange-crowing sec- 
of the valley and adjoining foaot- 
ills.

But this theory can easily 
be exploded by the fact that we have 
bad very heavy rains in previous win- 
ters; and again, the improvement was 
noticeable and commented upon prev- 
ious to the winter of 1859-99. If the 
rains had caused the destruction of the 
scales, why ,is it that the decrease 
is not all over the infested section? 
I find that where the parasite has only 
recently been found, or where 1 have 
been undbie to find them at all, the 
yellow scales aré as numerous as be- 
fore. I have recently hatched them by 
the hundred from scale-infested leaves 
taken from an orchard wherein a little 
over & year ago, the purasite was not 
known to exist. The presence of such 
numbers of parasitic insects—even if 
they are so minute as hardly to be de- 
tected with the naked eye—shonld be 
sufficient to convince even the most 
skeptical that the scales are succumb-

HOW TO COLONIZE THE PARASITE. 

The colonization of this parasite will 
not be as satisfactory to the orange- 
growers as was that of the Vedalia 
cardinalis, because we cannot see the 
larva pick up the scale and devour it; 
however, if they are introduced in an 
orange grove infested with yellow 
scale, the beneficial results will be cer- 
tain even if not immediately observ- 
able, as was the case with the veda- 
lia. Branches should be obtained with 
scale-infested leaves from an orchard 
known to contain. parasites in num 
bers. This can be ascertained ‘by 
placing a few infested leaves in a white 
paper box, closing them up tightly 
with a cover; and after a few days the 
box and leaves should be examined 
with a magnifving glass—this is really 
necessary, for even with good eyesight 
they will be overlooked, as they are so 
very minute—if numbers are found, 
branches should be takea, and the ends 
placed in boxes containing wet sand or 
soil; this will keep the leaves fresh and 
allow the parasites to-develop and 
hatch. As the branches dry up, others 
can be procured and the operation re- 
peated. The boxes should be placed 
under.the trees ih the shade, or be se- 
cured in the branches, and so located 
in the orchard that the prevailing sum- 
mer winds may aid materially in their 
distribution. 

GOLDEN CHALCID.—NEW SPECIES, 

(Unnamed.) 


This new parasite is also working on 
the yellow scale, and is indeed very 


promising. It was first observed 
in Duarte; but recently re- 
ceived wuumerous specimens from 


an orchard near the Stoneman tract, 
San Gabriel, and also from an orchard 
in Albambra. It is yery interesting to 
know that from the infested branches 
received from these orchards none of 
the Cocophagus cilrinus were hatched, 
showing that this newer species is 
working by itself upon the acale in 
those districts. 

This parasite is much larger than 
the other, and of a bright golden-yel- 
low color. 

NOTES. 

Some of the internal parasites have, 
like the scales they attack, but 
one generation each year. This 
is the case with the one upon 
the black scale, JLecanium oleae. 
Seventy-five per cent. of these scales 
are annually destroyed by a parasite, 
Dilophogaster Californica, MUoward. 
This isa great check to what would 
otherwise prove a very destructive 
scale; but the parasite only deposits 
eggs in the mature scales, and just 
about the time the latter contain eggs, 
so that the twenty-five per cent. that es- 
cape the parasites are sufficient to 
again infest the tree, from the fact 
that each scale contains from 700 to 
1000 eggs. But it will be fully ten 
months before the scales are developed 
enough to be attacked by the dilopho- 
gaster.

MYSTERIOUS FORCE. 


The “Georgia Wonder” and 
Her Achievements. 


— 
A STUDY OF THE PHENOMENA, 


What Mrs. Abbott Does and How— 
What Is This Force?—Unex- 
plained Tests—Conscious 
e> Unconscious. 


Mrs. Annie Abbott, “the Georgia 
wonder,’ or ‘the little magnet,” as 
she is characterized on the bills, has 
given three publicexhibitions, a private 


normal power has been demonstrated 
sufficiently to make it a subject of in- 
telligent discussion. 
committees of citizens, comprising 
‘physicians of note, and people nat- 
urally critical in their methods of ob- 
servation, have watched and partici- 
pated in these experiments, and now 
pronounce them beyond explanation 
by any of the principles of physics as 
taught in the text books, promotes 
them to a plane away above the aver- 
age stage performance. ‘hey are, in 
fact, entitled to rank as phenomena 
and, as such, they challenge the most 
careful scientific investigation. 

Los Angeles people are not the first 

_to have their curiosity piqued by these 
strange manifestations of force. Mrs. 
Abbott bas been investigated by phy- 
sicians and scientists from one end of 
the country co the other, aud has been 
made the subject of several learned re- 
ports and treatises, but as yet no satis- 
factory explanation of her power has 
been made. 

The force which she exercises has 
been pronounced *‘*mag- 
netic,’ “hypnotic,” ‘sub-conscious 
will power,”’ and “spiritual manifesta- 
tion,’’ but the satisfying symbol q. d. 
has not been written after any o1 these 
hypotheses. 

HER FEATS. 

To briefly summarize Mrs. Abbott’s 
experiments, they may be stated as fol- 
lows: . 

First. A committee of ten or more 
well-known citizens having been se- 
lected from the audience, each mem- 
ber, in turn, takes tirm hold of a chair 
and triesto bold it still im mid-air. 
Mrs. Abbott lays ber hands on the 
wood and moves and tosses the holder 
about with little apparent effort on her 

art. 

e Second. She stands erect on one heel, 
holding a billiard cue in ber hands. 
Each member of the committee tries, 
by taking hold of the cue, to push 
ber from ber balance. ‘Then they try 
by twos, threes and fours, without in 
any instance succeeding. 

‘Vhird. She liitsthe committee singly 
seated in cbairs, by laying her 
hands against the chair-posts and 
without grasping them. 

Fourth. She holds a billiard cue 


- in her open hands while one or two 


strong men are unable to pushthe cue 
across her hands, In four or more 11:- 
stances the cue has been broken during 
the experiment. 

Fifth. Each member of the commit- 
tee tries to lift her from the floor, but 
cannot do so, (grasping her by the bare 
elbuws,) after she has summoned her 
peculiar power to her assistance. | 

Sixth. She communicates this ab- 
normal ponderabiiity to a bov whose 
hands lie on hers. She also communi- 
cates it through the medium of two 
silk handkerchiefs, opposite ends being 
held by herself and the boy. 

Seventh. Four men grasp the end 
of a billiard cue and hold it end duwn 
upon the floor, while a fifth, weighing 
over 200 pounds,is seated above the 
hands. By placing the tips of her tia- 
gers against the cue (holding an egg 
meanwhile between her hand and the 
wood), she lifts the cue and sets it 
down several feet away. : 

Eighth. Eight meu, with an aggre- 
gate weight of not less than fifteen hun- 
dred pounds, are piled upon two chairs, 
and, by placing her hands ugainst the 
chair posts, she lifts the entire lot and 
throws them over upon the floor. 

Ninth. She holds a thin cut-glass 
tumbler, wrapped in asilk handkercnief, 
against her chest, and a succession of 
mufiled ticks, about like those from 
“snapping” the tumbler withthe finger- 
nail, are produced. ‘These sounds are 

even audible to the audience. These 
sounds are not synchronous with her 
pulse. 

Tenth. Hertemperature during these 
experiments is from 9% to94-, while the 
normal temperature of the human 
body is 98.5. Her temperature being 
from 4 to 5 degrees below the normal, 
her pulse is accelerated above the nor- 
mal, being over one hundred beats to 

the minute. 
PECULIAR CONDITIONS. 

There are several conditions neces- 
sary to the performance of tiese feats 
which point more strong!y to electrical 


', action than to any other known force. 


For example, Mrs. Abbott cannot per- 
form her experiments when she stands 
on the ground; neither when she 
and the subject stand on a 
sheet of iron or on ae wet 
pone. But her power is increased 

y insulation, i. e., by standing 
on a plate of glass or on dry boards. 
The ticking sound in the tumbler is re- 
markably like the snap of an electric 
spark from a charged Leyden jar ora 
generator. We are told that during a 
thunderstorm, Mrs. Abbott's teeth are 
so charged with electricity that each 
one becomes &@ magnet and holds a 
needle in suspension if touched to it. 
lt is stated on supposably reliable au- 
thority that the lady has been 
struck by lightning three times, and 
once a person standing beside ber was 
_killed by such a stroke. 


. Op the other hand, while she can] 


transmit ber abnormal ponderability 
to another by contact of the hands or 
through a dry piece of wood or a silk 
bandkerchief, she cannot transmit it 
through a piece of green wood or iron, 
both of which are good conductors. 
This is against the electrical theory. 

And, finally, there ie no known dvn- 
amic force in electricity which would 
exercise such physical force through 
such media. A current strong enough 
for that, it is urged, would be sutticient 
to burn the lady toa cinder. 

Here, then, in following the hypothe- 
sis most naturally indicated, we run 
against a stone wall. The phenomena 
cannot be satisfectorily explained by 
aby of the known laws of electricity. 
We must simply fali back on the great 
mystery beyond and say that, after all, 
maybe we don’t yet know much about 
electricity. | 

A NEW THEORY. 

The writer will venture a theory— 
and it is not founded on a sudden im- 
pulse, but is the result of protracted 
study and investigation of phenomena

What we know as gravitation is sm- 
oly a manifestation of clectrical or mag- 
acetic Jorce.

curate statement, we find the laws of 
gravitation thus defined: 

; That every two bodies or por- 
tions of matter in the universé attract 
each other with a force proportional 
directly to the quantity of matter they 
contain, and inversely to the square of 
their distances. 

If we look up the law of magnetic 
attraction (as exemplified by an_arti- 
ficial magnet and an attracted body) 
we shall find that itis practically the 
same. The force varies inversely with 
the square of the distance, and di- 
rectiy as to the volumes. 

What applies to -an artificial magnet 
applies measurably to electrical force, 
because a magnet is created by elec- 
tricity, and every electric current car- 
ries with it ‘a magnetic field. 

If we liberate in mid air a pieceof iron, 
it falls to the ground. It falls in con- 
formity with the weli-known principles 
of gravitation. Now, if we take a 
magnet of suilicient size, and hold it 
above this piece of iron, we 
find the attraction between the 
two growiug stronger and stronger 
as they. approach each other, 
and finally; it becomes strong enough 
to overcome the force of gravitation, 
and lift the iron to the magnet. Actua 
contact is not necessary to accomplish 
this. Theiron will jump up through 
an appreciable space to meet the mag- 
net, and after this meeting will cling 
to it. : 

Here we have the universal law 
of gravitation set aside, negatived, 
overcome by another force, which, with- 
in its fleld must be the stronger of the 
two. But, while this magnet of ours 
holds its piece of iron in suspension 
we may pass an electric current 
through it and demagnetize it, when it 
loses its mysterious power, and the 
piece of iron drops back to the earth 
again. 

ANIMAL ELECTRICITY. 

Eyery living animal body is in 
itself a galvanic generator. It is capa- 
ble of generating a current or charge of 
electricity and imparting it to another 
suitable body.. It is capable of re- 
ceiving and transmitting a current or 
charge of electricity, either static or 
dynamic, and it must have @ magnetic 
field of its own. 

Now we cometo an application of 
the abstract theory to the concrete 
case of Mrs. Abbott. The little lady 
isa galvanic generator of an abnor- 
mal and quite unique kind. That she 
is different from other people is at- 
tested by the fact that her 
normal temperature is so low. In 
an ordinary mortal if the temperature 
sinks to 908 there would be grave fears 


temperature ranges so low in Mrs. Ab- 
bott, the heart beats are more than 
normally rapid. The force which 
Mrs. Abbott’s system generates—any 
furce, In fact—may be transmuted 
into heat, light, electricity or 
motion. Mrs. Abbott’s natural 
‘gaivanic battery, or the system 
of merves which distribute its 
current, perverts a portion of force 
which would naturally go to create 
heat, and, instead, creates an unknown 
orm of electricity. 

It anybody is disposed to question 
this function of a living organism to 
generate and transmit a charge of elec- 
tricity, let him consider the electric eel 
aod the electric fish. An electric eel 
is capable of giving a shock which will 


Instances, literally knock him down. 
It is stated that, if a well-endowed 
electric eel is dropped in the bottom of 
a boat, it defies tue power ofa strong 
man to litt it, if he grasps it by the 
head and tail. If caught ona hook 
and line, aman cannot pull the hook 
from its mouth if he holds the line in 
one hand and grasps the eel with the 
other. He may even wrap the eel 
about his hand to give him extra ‘‘pur- 
chase,”’ and then he cannot do it. 

NATURAL FORCES OVERCOME. 
Now, conceding our theory that 
gravity is a form of magnetic or elec- 
trical action, is it unreasonable to sup- 
pose that the laws of gravity which 
hold Mrs. Abbot’s subject down on his 
chair may not be temporarily set aside, 
nullified, overcome by this phenome- 
nal galvanic battery, just as the same 
laws are overcome by the artificial 
magnet of steel?

‘yunk’a manclear across the stage.” 

Certainly: so can a magnet “yank” 
a piece of iron clear across the stage. 

“But Mrs. Abbott also exemplifies 
the converse of your proposition; she 
makes herself ora boy so heavy that 
neither can be lifted.”’ 

Very well! Her peculiar  gal- 
vanic apparatus is capable of re- 
versing its action. Whereas in one 
case she takes away the ponder- 
ability of a body, in the other case she 
adds to its ponderability. Magnets 
repel as well as attract, You simply 
change the poles and you reverse the 
action. 

Take it for granted that every hu- 
man body, as well as every animate 
and inanimate object on the earth’s 
surface, is held in place by the force of 
magnetic or electric attraction. Then 
the opposite poles of the earth and the 
objects above it are presented to each 
other. lp magnetism and electricity likes 
‘repel and unlikes attract. If the earth 
is negative, as philosophy demon- 
strates, then an object above it and at- 
tracted to itis positive with reference 
tothe earth. The positive pole of the 
one is presented to the negative pole 
of the other. Suppose that the polarity 
of the superincumbent object is sud- 
denly changed so that it presents nega- 
tive to negative; should there not be 
repulsion now when there was attrac- 
tion before? 

Here we have a plain statement 
of how the force of gravitation 
may be overcome. May it not be a rea- 
sonable hypothesis that Mrs. Abbott 
acconiplishes her feats by some such 
forces, the action in her own body be- 
ing controlled in a measure automati- 
cally, in a measure directed by her will 
power? This would not necessarily be: 
in conflict with the theory of sub-con- 
s€ious will force.

M. Jacolliot, who is known as a 
voluminious writer on oriental sub- 
jects, when he was Chief Justice of 
Chandenagur (French East India) and 
of Tahiti (Oceanica,) devoted his spare 
time for several yearsto an investiga- 
tion of occult science in India and 
among the ancients. He has written a 
work which is well worth reading. Le 
brought to the consideration of these 
subjects a well-trained judicial mind, 
accustomed to weighing facts and sift- 
ing testimony,and as free from previous 
Dias aS possibie. 

It would be out of the question to 
review the wonderful feats of the 
Fakirs in this article, but suffice it that 
they are far more varied and astound- 
ing than anything which Mrs. Abbott 

oes. 

By the same token, the Hindu priest- 
hood knew of the expansive force of 
steam. and used it tu burst vessels 
thousands of years ago. But, because 
this force was not understood, they in- 
corporated it into their religious rites, 
and, under their cloak of mysticism, it 
slumbered for centuries. A practical 
application of the power of steam 
would not have been discovered by 
them if they alone had treasured the 
secret till the crack of doom. They 
were also conversant with the electric 
current and magnetic force ages and 
ages ago, but they never thought of 
the lightning rod, the telegraph or the 
telephone. 

FEATS OF A HINDU PRIEST. 

At Benares, in 1866, M. Jacolliot met 
a remarkable Fakir from Triranderam, 
in the extreme south of Hindustan, 
whose name was Covindasamy. One 
of his feats is thus recorded: 

. . The Fakir was already in 

position with both hands extended 
toward an immense bronze vase full of 
water. Witbin five minutes the vase 
commenced'to rock to and fro upon its 
base, and approached the Fakir gently 
and with a regular motion. As the 
distance diminished, metallic sounds 
escaped from it, as if some one had 
struck it witb a steel rod. . The 
vase, which was still under the per- 
former’s influence, advanced, receded 
or stood still, according to my request. 
. « + All this was done without fuss 
or parade or mystery of any kind, upon 
a terrace of afew yards square. ‘The 
vase thus put in motion could hardly, 
when empty, have been moved by two 
men. It was hollowed out like a cup, 
and was so situated as to receive the 
falling jet of water from the fountain 
before spoken of. It was used for che 
moruing ablutions, which iu India are 
almost equal to a regular bath. 
‘The Fakir, who had neither changed 
his position nor left his place, then 
stood up and rested the tips of his fin- 
gers for ashort time upon the edge of 
the vase. It soon began to rock to and 
fro i regular time from left to right, 
gradually accelerating its speed; its 
base, which rose and fell alternately on 
elther side, made fo sound upon the 
stuccued pavement. But what sur- 
prised me most was to see that the 
water remained stationary in fhe vase, 
as if there were a strong pressure that 
prevented its regaining its equilibri- 
um, which the motion of the vessel 
containing it had disturbed. Three 
times during these oscillations the vase 
rose a distance of seven to eight inches 
completely from the ground, and when 
it fell to the pavement again it did so 
without any perceptible shock.”’ 

Jacolliot’s conclusions are as follows:

Besrad. That nothing certain is known 
with regard to the nature and source of this 
force, but there is conclusive evidence that 
it exists. 

Vhird. That movements can be pro- 
duced in solid bodies without material con- 
tact by this hitherto unknown force, acting 
an indefinable distance fromthe human or- 
ganism, and wholly independent of muscu- 
lar action, 

It is this mysterious force, as old as 
the occultism of India, which now con- 
front8 us. Untrammeled by supersti- 
tion or religious bigotry and with the 
light of electrical science turned upon 
it, are we of this day and age able 
to solve the hoary mystery?

BARBARIC RICHES. 


A Visit to the Suitan’s Treas- 
ure Hoase. 


JEALOUSLY GUARDED JEWELS 


A Golden Throne Plastered With 
Precious Stones—Diamonds 
Big as Cherries and Emer- 
alds Larger Than Eggs. 


. Ever since the days when I used to 
devour che Arabian “Nights,” I had 
been filled with an ardent desire to 
view the marvelous treasures of the 
Sultans, which are so giowingly de- 
scribed in that charming companion 
of my childhood, so when I found my- 
self at the Golden Horn, one of my 
first proceedings was to take steps to 
geta view of them, writes a corre- 
spondent of the Jewelers’ Weekly 
from Constantinople. I must confess, 
however, that had { known how mush 
ceremony and red tape business was 
to be gone through before the desired 
permission was granted, 1 would have 
given up the attempt. 

Permission to gaze upon the Sultan’s 
treasure can only be obtained by 
means of a firman from his Sublime 
Highness himself, a sovereign utter- 
ance similar to those by which peace 
or war js declared. Having, however, 
after innumerable difficulties obtained 
the coveted document, an aid-de-camp 
conducted me to the palace known as 
the Old Seraglio. a large, gloomy- 
looking structure without any win- 
dows and surrounded by deserted gar- 
dens. Upon arrival there I was 
handed over to the guardian of the 
treasure—a high functionary of most 
majestic mien, who was accompanied 
by thirty officials of lower rank to as- 
sistin the ceremony of opening the 
doors. The latter ranged themselves 
in two rows, one on each side of the 
entrance. A large green. velvet bag 
coutaining the keys was passed 
from hand to hand until it 
reached the guardian of the treas- 
vre. He picked out the keys and 
handed them to two of the assist- 
ants. The outer door was then 
opened. Behind this was a wrought 
iron grating secured by enormous pad- 
locks. ‘This. being swung open, we 
found ourselves in the first of three 
large, badly lighted and mysterious- 
looking appartments. I was at lastin 
the presence of the treasures of the 
Sultans. 

The first object which attracted my 
attention was a large throne of beaten 
gold, which occupied the center of the 
room, and which was encrusted with 
thousands of rubies, emeralds and 
pearls. This throne, according to an 
inscription on it, was taken by Sultan 
Selim from the Persians in 1514. It is, 
however, doubtfal whether this work 
of art is so old. 

another throne in the same room is 
more interesting. It is a fine speci- 
men of Turkish art in the sixteenth 
century. It is of the same formas the 
seats found inthe mosques, and was 
intended to be sat upon cross-legged. 
At each corner is a column which sup- 
ports a dome terhibating in' a jeweled 
point. itis of ebony and sandalwood, 
inlaid with mother of pearl, tortoise 
shellpgold and silver. It is covered 
with fantastic plants in motheg of 
pearl, the center of the flowers being 
composed of large rubies, emeralds, 
sappbires and pearls, Suspended by a 
golden chain so as to bs over the head 
of the Sultan, isa golden heart, from 
which depends a large emerald of ir- 
regular form, measuring four inches 
long and one and a half inches across. 

The three rooms are decorated with 
magnificent suits of armor. Here is 
to be seen the beautiful coat of mail 
with damaskeened ‘plates worn by Sul- 
tan Murad LV, when he captured Bag-| 
dad in 1638. Beside it is the scimitar 
of the same monarch. The guard and. 
handle are inlaid with diamonds cut 
flat and set in checker work, each stone 
being the same size and half an inch 
square. This is a pattern of which the 
Turkish jewelers of that period seem 
to have been fond, for near this sword 
is a large gold vase in the same style. 
The whole of the body of this vessel is 
hidden by a mosaic of square flat 
diamonds, to the number of 2000. 

The bulk of the treasures isin glass 
cases, the bottoms of which are cov- 
ered with magnificent velvet . horse 
cloths. One of these,'measuring eight 
feet by seven, is literally covered with 
designs embroidered in pearis the size 
of a large pea. Among other notable 
objects are a massive conical gold hel- 
met, a pair of golden stirrups of ex- 
quisite design, and daggers,..sabers 
and other arms without pumber, all 
beautifully decorated with gold and 
precious stones, 

All these are arrangedin the great- 
est disorder and mingled with objects 
of no value. By the, side of pieces 
whose value is incalculable, may be 
seen modern Parisand Vienna clocks, 
porcelain vases, pistol cases, silver 
knives, forks and spoons, toothpicks, 
and even leather cigar cases and pock- 
etbooks. On the other hand, ancient 
objects of European origin are 
remarkable for their absence; and one 
naturally wonders what can have be- 
come of the many presents the Sultans 
must have received from Christian 
monarchs, such as énameled snuff 
boxes, Sevres and Dresden vases, ob- 
jects in Ormulu and other specimens of 
old European art workmanship. Noth- 
ing of the kind is to be seen in the 
treusure rooms. Possibly they may be 
kept apart in aroom by themselves, 
but itis more probable that the Sul- 
tans disposed of them, by presenting 
them to the favorites of the harém. 

Around the rooms, ranged against 
the walls, are large vases filled with 
uncut gems and coins of gold and sil- 
ver. 1 remarked, however, that the 
coins were comparatively modern, and 
that the gems could not compare in 


| Value with those inlaid in the objects 


I bave already described. It is prob- 
able that the exigencies of a depleted’ 
exchequer caused the owners of the 
treasure from time to time to dispose 
of the original and more valuable con- 
tents of the cases, and to substitute 
for them those now found there. 

The treasure contains a splendid lot 
of large vases of reck crystal jade, 
onyx, and cups and flasks of gold, all 
of Indian or Persian origin. There 
are also two large octagonal jars of 
evident Gothic origin, and a whole 
series of oriental porcelains mounted 
in gold filigree work. to say nothing of 
some beautiful pieces of blue and 
white Persian porcelain. | 

The middie rooms contain the state 
robes of the Sultans, from 1453 to 1859. 
These are displayed on headless lay 
figures, the turbans being placed di- 
rectly on the shoulders, which produces 
avery grotesque effect. This is more 
particularly the case with the one rep- 
resenting the last of the Mahomets, 
whose state robe was simply the uni- 


-}\ form of a Russian or Austrian general. 


It is doubtful whether these costumes 
are really the state apparel of each Sul- 
tan, and there is also reason for be- 
lieving that this historical collection 
was formed at a comparatively recent 
date. There is, however, no doubt 


that the costumes belong. to the 


dates assigned to them, and that some 
of those belonging to the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries were really worn 


‘Each turban is surmountea by a 
handsome aigrette, held in place by a 
jewel, andin each belt is a maguifi- 
cent dagger. Most of these arms are 
veritable masterpieces ofart. One of, 
the carved gold guards is worthy of 
Cellini, and the bandle of another 
dagger is formed ofa single emerald. 
The profusion of stones on the dagger 
and on the aigrettes of the turban is 
really wonderful. One of the latter 
is held in place by a clasp composed 
of two emeralds and a ruby, each 
one and one-half inches in diame- 
ter. All the robes are of. mag 
nificent brocade, so richly embroi- 
dered that they would stand alone. 
In passing out of the treasure house 
I was taken through a kiosk contain- 
ing the ancient library of the Sultans. 
It contains between two and three 
thousand volumes in manuscript, all in 
leather cases and piled one on top of 
the other. At the time of the Re- 
naissance the eyes of the whole West- 
ern Kurope were cast longingly toward 
this collection, which was supposed to 
contain the books of the Byzantine 
Emperors and to include many un- 
published works by the classic writers 
of Greece and Rome. No person, how- 
ever, was allowed to enter it, even a 
request to be allowed to do so from 
Louis XIV having been refused. It 
is now believed that the collection 
does not contain any classical manu- 
scripts, but on this point there can be 
no certainty, as the contents of the 
volumes are still jealously guarded 
from view. 


WOMAN AND HOME, 


If the home is right the world will be 
right.

ously for five minutes, then stir in the 
well-beaten whites of the eggs, the 
juice and rind of one lemon, a tea- 
spoonful of ground cloves,a table- 
spoonful of cinnamon, a grated nut- 
meg and two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder. Have ready one pound of 
raisins, stoned, one pound of currants, 
washed, cleaned and dried, and a 
quarter of a pane of citron, cut very 
tine, ali mixed together and thoroughly 
floured. Stir the fruit carefully into 
the cake, and bake in a moderate oven 
one hour and a haif or two hours. 

There is another simple rule that 
you may perhaps like, especially when 
butter is an item to be considered on 
account of its price. 

Fruit Cake.—Seed and chop one 
pound of raisins. Dissolve a level tea- 
spoontul of baking soda in.a table- 
spoonful of boiling water, add it to a 
half cup of New Orleans molasses, 
then add to this, one cup of brown 
sugar, and one cup: of thick, sour 
cream, beat thoroughly, and add three 
and a balf cups offlour. Beat, add a

ful of allspice, a grated nutmeg and 
the raisins, well floured. Mix, and 
bake in a moderate oven one hour.

Plain Waffles.—Rub two ounces of 
butter into one quart of sifted flour, 
add one teaspoonful of salt, two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking» powder, mix. 
Separate three eggs, beat the yolks, 
and add one and a half pints of milk, 
stir this gradually into the flour, beat 
until smooth, then stir in carefully the 
whites, beatem to a stiff froth, and 
they are ready to bake. 

Eyg Salad.—Hard boil six onRS, cut 
them into haives, put each half in a 
salud leaf, and arrange neatly on a 
platter, or on salad dishes. Chop fine 
two olives, one gherkin and a table- 
spoonful of parsley. Mix five table- 
spoonfuls of olive oil with two of tarra- 
gon vinegar, add a half teaspoonful of 
saltand and a saltspoon of pepper, 
mix, and add a teaspoonful of grated 
onions. Sprinkle over the eggs the 
chopped gherkin, parsley and olives, 
pour over the French dressing, and 
stand in a cold place about fifteen 
minutes before serving.

The Domestic Servants of 
Babylon in League, - 


AND STRIKING AGAINST FLATS. 


Hannah and ’Arriet Abhor Lifte—The 
Cooks and Housemaids Will 
Strike for a Return to > 
Private Houses.

Lonpon, Feb. 7.— [Special Corre- 
spondenceof Tur Times.}| The Lon- 
don “slavey” is sui generis. There is 
nothing like ber in the world that I 
know of. Yon cannot compare her 
with your American ‘‘Bridget,’”’ help, 
or by whatever name you choose to 
call that independent young person; 
nor can you compare the London 
‘“slavey’’ with the Scotch lassie, or 
the French bonne. The ,‘*slavey” of 
the Modern Babylon is ’aughty yet 
’umble, independent, and, at the same 
time, servile, and, moreover, she will 
tell you, “knows” ’er place, and means 
to keep it too. 

Hitherto the “‘slavey’’ has kept her- 
self to herself. She has had wrongs, 
no doubt, but they were discussed in 
the servants’ hall, or the back kitchen, 
and she poured out her secret sorrows 
in the correspondence column of the 
Family Herald or the London Journal. 
All that, however, 1s a thing of the 
past. The slavey must march with the 
times, and she has awaked tothe fact 


that she has her ‘‘rights,’”’ and the only 
way to have them ee ee | attended to 
is, like her male brethren, by means 
of a union. The new unionism is 
spreading everywhere here, and the 
latest addition to its votaries is the 
slavey. The Amalgamated Seciety of 
Cooks and Housemaids is the very 
latest thing out, and they are hard at 
work, redressing the wrongs of their 
class, with allthe proverbial cleanli- 
ness of the new broom. : 

It was only the other day I heard of 
the existence of this new league, and I 
determined to pay a visit to the heaa- 
quarters of the union, situate near 
London Bridge, on the Surrey side of 
the river Thames. The ‘‘offices’’ were 
on the *‘second floor back’”’ of rather a 
tumbled down tenement in a back 
street, and I was fortunate in find 
both the president and secretary o 
the new union in, and hard at work. 
The president was a fat-faced, jolly 
looking woman, who informed me 
that she had been ’ead cook in a ‘‘no- 
bleman’s fam’ly,”’ and her sister was, 
}or had been cook with the *‘Markis of 
Queensbury,” **’im as has a fancy for 
fighters,” she explained. She haa 
taken to unionism as a  profes- 
sion, as her brother was a 
‘walkin’ delygit” for the bricklayers, 
aud the whole family were engaged in 
the ““delygit and picket busines,’’ and 
judging from what she ‘said, made a 
good thing out of it. The secretary, 
who was sitting with squared elbows 
like a child over a copybuok, was busy 
addressing circulars at the rate of 
about two at hour, bad been “‘hupper 
’ousemuid with a rich gent im the city,” 
and had still the “‘umble”’ look of the 
tribe about her. How was the union 
progressing? 

‘**Why first rate, and they were going 
to have their first strike soon.’’ This 
was said with the same air of impor- 
tance as if she were announcing the 
overthrow of the British Crown. 
“What were they going to strike 
about?” ‘“*Why the ‘generals,’ ’’—by 
this she meant-the maids of all work— 
“the cooks and ‘ousemaids were going 
to strike, and refuse to work in flats,”’ 

ALL ABOUT THE AREA. 

Flats, be it known, are becoming all 
the rage in London, and in the 
fashionable suburbs, such as Kensing- 
ton, where new houses are built, they 
are all ‘‘flats,” or, to use the more 
lotdly term, mansions. ‘Yes sir,” 
said the president warming to her 
work, “them flats has got to go. No 
respectable servant as knows ’er rights 
and means to ’ave ’emcun abide ’em. 
It aint so much the flats, which is all 
very well in their way, and save the 
servant a ’eap of runnin’ up and 
down stairs, a hanserin’ of the bell, 
and a carryin’ of coals up the two 
pair back; but its them beastly 
lifts as rwerts any kind of 
soshality. There aint no hareas, 
there’s the thing; and ’ow is a decent, 
respectable girl agoin’ to get 
married without a harea, I’d like to. 
know? Where is she agoin’ to meet 
the pollisman, or ’ow can she ever be- 
come acquainted with the butcher’s 
man, the baker’s man, or the man ag 
calls for orders from the coal man by 
whistlin’ down atube. The only com- 
pany she ever sees is the sweep, and 
then it is early in the mornin’, when ’is 
face is all covered with soot, and she 
don’ know ’im again when he bows to 
,er on ’er Sunday bout. Them flats is 
like machinery, they does away with 
the employment of labor. There aint 
room for more than ‘“‘general,’? who 
does the cookin’, washin’, housemaid 
and tablemaid work, so they only em- 
ploy one, when, if they ’ad an’ house, 
they would have ’arf a dozen. No, 
flats must go, and we’re going to strike 
until there ’aint a flatin London, at 
least one as is built of brick and wood. 
There's lots of tother kind—always 
will be. 

NO IMPORTED LABOR. 

What do you say? Import German 
and Swedish servant girls? Never, sir, 
why we’d picket ’em the same as they 
does the “blacklegs’’ at the docks. 
Never you fear, sir. Import, indeed!” 
and the good president looked up as if 
she would like to have just one min- 
ute’s conversation with any. ‘*import- 


~ On taking my leave of the president 
of the newest union, I asked ber name. 
“Mrs. ’Annar Turner,” said _ she. 
‘First name Hannah or Anna?’’ quer- 
ied I, preparing to write it down. 
**Haitch—-hay—-hen—-hay—-’ Annar,”’ 
was the reply. Which was it?—I don’t 
know. 

On making further inquiries I found 
that there was no doubt the discontent 
spoken of by the president was wide- 
spread, and that the London slavey 
did object to flats, and for the reason 
given above. In the various servants’ 
registry offices the same answer was 
given, that higher wages had to be 
paid to servants to get them to engage 
in flats than in a house, and that 
in spite of the fact that work in a 
flat was much easier than in a house. 
But in the latter she had her 
beloved ‘“‘harea’’ gate, where in the 
still moonlight sbe could keep the ap- 
pointment made with the butcher boy 
or the muffin man in the early morning, 
and the thought of which kept her 
happy through the day and made the 
scuttle of coals being borne to the two 
pair back seem under weight. To’ave 
er rights and keep the “harea”’ gate 
flats must go, or the “‘slavey” will 
strike, and in this she has the full sym- 
pathy of the “‘pollis’’ and the backing 
of the Amalgamated Society of Cooks 
and Housemaids, MACLEOD.

THE EUCALYPTUS. 


The Tree and Its Uses in 
Australia, 


MARKED MEDICINAL FROPERTIES 


~ Cured With Bluse Gum Leaves=“The 
Fevor Tres”—The Ojll—Euca- 
lyptus Globulus—E. Amyg- 
dalina. 


[Australian letter to the London Lancet. | 

While writing this I am surrounded 
with plants of eucalyptus globulus 
from the tiny seedling a foot high to 
the huge blue gum‘(as the tree is 
known here,) towering up some 300 
feet. The medicinal virtues of its 
leaves have been long known, the 
aboriginal inhabitants of our beautiful 
island knowing of and using them for 
Various troubles. But our knowledge 
has never, so far as I know, been tabu- 
lated, and we labor at great incon- 
venience in prescribing it. The Bush- 
men often tellme of cures “by biue- 
gum leaves.” One hasapplied the raw 
leaves to patches of rash; another has 
kept a joint affected with rhetmatism 
enveloped in them; mothers tell of 
wonderful cures of diphtheria by en- 
veloping their patients: in clouds of 
steam from hot leaves covered with 
boiling water; other people, again, 
swear by infusions of the leaves taken 
in wineglassful doses for all sorts of 
internal troubles. In fever cases 
nearly everybody hangs them about 
the bedroom of the patients, and in 
various lung troubles the leaves are 
burnt or smoked so that the patient in- 
hales the smoke. We have a great 
variety of eucalypti, most of which are 
found in the other colonies, but Tas- 
mania isthe home of the ‘eucalyptus 
globulus; indeed, it is very doubt- 
ful whether it is ipdigenous to 
any other country, only stray plants 
occurring in Australia, and our Bush- 
men never dream of using any other 
variety in medicine. When held up to 
the light the essential oil is seen in 
tiny giobules scattered thickly through 
the leaf cells, and the most active 
medicinal properties appear to exist in 
this oil. fitherto but little oppor- 
tunity has been given to test the medi- 
cinal powers of Eucalyptus globuius, 
as practically none has found its way 
into the market. The eucalyptus oil 


sold as given by Martindale and others |. 


is distilled from, as Martindale puts 
it, “the leaves of Recshyetus amygda- 
lina as well as Eucalyptus globulus, 
and probably other species.”’ ‘This is 
quite true. A man who had worked 
ior years in various Australian distil- 
leries told me that he bad seen but two 
Eucalyptus globulus trees, and they 
were carefully preserved to show visi- 
tors. Butour people would po more 
think of using peppermint Eucalyptus 
amygdalina—for their ailments in- 
stead of blue gum than our 
people would use oak inste of 
senna leaves. The peppermint is 
quite unknown here as a medi- 
cine; it grows as a low shrub or stunted 
tree on dry, rocky hills; with tbin, 
small ieaves which are rich in its pecu- 
liar camphorous vil. But the Eucalyp- 
tus globulus luxuriates in wet ground, 
produces large cimetar-shaped leaves, 
and is in many ways the true “‘fever’’ 
tree.° It contains but asmal! percent- 
age of ‘oil,.and the oil is difficult to ex- 
tract, but when obtained it is- very su- 
rior to that from other eucalypti. 
ang a bunch of other eucalyptus, 
such as E. amygdalina, in a bedroom, 
and abunchof this in another, and 
one soon recognizes by the smell and 
air of the room the difference in the 
two. 

For some years medical men in Tas- 
mania have been using Eucalyptus 
giobulus in medicine with excellent re- 
sults. The following occurred in my 
own child, aged 2. For four months 
sbe lay ill with infantile remittent 
fever, until she was reduced to a little 
skeleton, which we carried on a pil- 
low. A chartof her temperature lies 
before me, but is far too long to copy. 
The chief feature is its irregularity. 
One day ahigh morning temperature 
would be normal by night; on another 
day it would be bighest by noon; an- 
other day would follow witha normal 
morning aod mid-day temperature, to 
rise to 103° at night. Thus it ranged 
‘from normal to 104° all through the 
four months, With avorexia, constipa- 
tion, chills ‘followed by sweats, eic, 
Every drug 1 could think of was ‘tried, 
with packs, graduated bedroom tem- 
peratures, diet etc. Over and over 
again did we return to quinine, ar- 
senic, etc., but they seemed to have no 
effect whatever. Searching through 
various materia medica, 1 dropped 
upon an arulus which seemed to fit the 
case. Some blue-gum leaves were soon 
obtained and a rough infusion made 
and given in teaspoonful doses. The 
first dose seemed to break up the fever, 
and with the exception of a little rise 
in temperature for one day a week af- 
terwards she had no return until a 
year later, when she again uehened. 
and after other remedies had failed, 
blue-gum, again asserted its power, 
and she has since been strong and ro- 
bust. Since then I have been con- 
stantly using it in fever cases taking 
on a remittent tpye. In the latier 
stages of typhoid, when relapses are so 
troublesome, it does better than any 
drug I bave yet seen, not only acting 
on the fever, but 1 believe by its an- 
tiseptic power helping to destroy the 
fever germs in thesystem. For these 
cases 1 give teaspoonful doses of an 
infusion of the leaves every two hours; 
perhaps the oil may do as well, but I 
do uot take kindly to it in these cases. 
In nasal catarrh the oil seems to me 
to act as a true antiseptic when sniffed 
up the nose as vapor, or just put a few 
drops into the palms of the bands and 
snuff upstrongly. Itis gaining great 
repute bere for stopping these colds. 
When I find one coming on I carry a 
' gmall bottle in my pocket and taXe a 
few good sniffs occasionally as 1 drive 
along. In the essential oil we notice 
a great difference in smell, taste and 

er characters between Eucalyptus 
lobulus oil and other Kinds. That 
fr rom Eucalyptus gicbulus is an oil, 
the other is more spirituous in cbar- 
acter, and for rubbing into rheumatic 
joints is far preferable. For injec- 
tions Eucalyptus globulugs to my mind 
is far the best. As previously 
mentioned, for fever cases I like an 
infusion of the leaf as the purest prep- 
aration of the drug [ can get, and 
when using the oil I iike the first dis- 
tillate. After rubbing up a green leat 
between one’s fingers oa sticky, oily 
feeling remains, and the first distillate 
_ of Eucalyptus globulus is very like it; 
this to my mind contains valuable 
properties which are damaged or lost 
in treating with potash, redistillation, 
etc. Other medical men here have 
had large experience with these euca- 


ly pti, and.tbey tell me they alwavs use 
ucalyptus globulus when giving it 
for fevers. Mr. Hardy gave me a 


striking case of scarlet fever which he 
treated by putting the patient in a hot 
Eucalyptus giobulus bath when she 
seemed in extremis, and with excellent 


results. In diphtheria it not only acts 
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asa germicids and antiseptic to the | 


throat, but helps to break up the re- 
lapses of fever. I am now trying it on 
ringworm, leucorrh@a, ete., but my 
observations have not been sufficiently 
careful to warrant any statement of its 
virtues in these affections.

The Displays at rw Citrus Fair, Etc. 

Los ANGELES, Feb. 24.—/|To the Ed- 
itor of Tne Times.] From notes of 
the coming citrus fair it appears that 
we are to have an excess of display in 
temples, pagodas and public buildings 
executed in oranges. Thtis is a “‘fad” 
of the Northern Citrus Belt that I 
hoped would not be followed to any ex- 

nt here. It is fot artistic; is a ube- 

ess waste of money, and only serves 

to advertise the amount of worthless 
fruit we have to throw away instead of 
working it up into some merchantable 
product. 

‘Lhe designs adopted for the recep- 
tion of fruit for exhibition should not 
be decorated in the same color as the 
exhibit, for this uniformity will cer- 
— detract from the beauty of both. 

A ship with bull, masts, spars and 
ropes all in flowers aud evergreens, 
and the hull loaded with the different 
varieties of oranges for exhibition, 
would be a beautiful and artistic dis- 
play, appropriate ia all its ar- 
rangements; while the same design 
all strung around with oranges, would 
certainly not be in good taste, and 
might raise a question in the mind of 
the spectator as to which was the bet- 
ter, the oranges nailed to the mast and 
strung upon the ropes, or those in- 
tended for the exhibit. 

In recent horticultural exhibitions 
in Europe, flowers were freely inter- 
mingled with the fruit, and this added 
greatly to the beauty of the display. 
Their more general use would be espec- 
ially appropriate at our citrus fairs, as 
they would destroy that monotony of 
colorso common at these exhibitions. 

Mirrors of various sizes have also 
been freely used for decorative pur- 
poses ut fruit exhibitions abroad, and 
it is said the effects produced are very 
charming, especially under the gas or 
electric lights. 

Displays, however, should only be 
secondary matters, and our managers 
should not overiook the most impor- 
tant object of these exhibitions, which 
is to encourage the citrus fruit indus- 
try in allits branches, and thus add to 
the available wealth of the State. 

It is stated that there is imported 
into the United States annually some 
two million of dollars’ worth of articles 
manufactured from waste citrus fruits, 
such as citric acid, the essential oils of 
orange and lex on, orange and lemon 

el perfumes, marmalades. etc., etc. 
Ve is also known thatthe waste or re- 
fuse fruit in the citrus-fruit groves of 
Southern California is now not less 
than a quarter of a million of dollars 
annually. 

Yet nothing is done by our citrus 
fairs to encourage the utilization of 
this waste, by the manufacture of the 
articles above named, or if manufac- 
tured in Southern California, to en- 
courage their exhibition. 

The commercial value of our citrus 
fruits is now so thoroughly established 
in the markets of the United States, 
that all the fairs we may hold hereafter 
will not add 1 cent per box to this 
value, but we have a magnificent field 
for work in developing the utilization 
of the waste fruits of the orange 
orchards, and thus give new openings 
for the investment of capital, addi- 
tional employment to labor, and add 
materially tothe income of the fruit- 
grower. 

To this work the money of the State 
should be more liberally given than to 
mere display. H.

in the zanjas for irrigating purposes.
